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R. S. E. WRIGHT has been appointed to a new 
D Chair of Pharmaceutical Chemistry in the Uni- 
versity of Sydney. 

Professor Wright will administer an extremely large 
university department. One of the main functions of 
this department will be the training of pharmaceutical 
chemists in a new three-year full-time degree course. 
There will be no other way of obtaining a legal quali- 
fication to practise pharmacy in New South Wales. 


The Sydney Department 

In Professor Wright the Sydney department has 
obtained a man with brains and personality. Many 
pharmacists will remember his presidency of Section O 
of ANZAAS in 1955. They will remember his capable 
handling of the section meetings and also the stimulat- 
ing way that he handled an enthusiastic band of young 
people which accompanied him. 


The Sydney department is interested in research as 
well as teaching. It has embarked upon a long-term 
investigation into some aspects of cardiac glycosides. 
Parallel to this glycoside project it has shown great 
wisdom in maintaining interest in the practical side 
of Pharmaceutics, which offers almost unlimited scope 
for experimentation and research. This is an ideal 
blend of short-term projects with the long-term one— 
a model for other departments to follow. 


The department has been planned in a “neat and 
clean” manner. There appear to be no ragged ends. 
Higher degrees will be offered in the subjects of the 
curriculum; and a flow of junior teachers from the 
graduate school seems assured. Overseas fellowships 
for graduates seem a natural sequel to the efforts of 
the Sydney department. 


Overseas Development 

The new chair is in line with overseas development. 
Many countries in America, Europe and Asia have 
given departmental status to pharmacy and have created 
chairs for it. Pharmacy is drawing nearer to pure 
science. 

Graduate pharmacists are not useless for general 
pharmaceutical practice. On the contrary, many of 
them are lifting the quality and standard of practice. 
They are required, often urgently, for industrial and 
hospital pharmacy. 


Local Development 
It is true that educational institutions develop slowly

according to resources and personnel available. Their 
slow development often leads to soundness. In Australia 
each pharmacy department has evolved along broadly 
similar lines. Each department can genuinely claim a 
good amount of solid achievement. 


Viewed from a different angle there appears to be a 
“polychotomous” aspect to Australian pharmacy—so 
pronounced that it seems absurd. 


There is a certain hereditary similarity in nature, 
and also a marked variational dissimilarity. But our 
pharmacy departments do not seem like this. They 
appear to be different orders of the same class, whereas 
they should be at least different species of the same 
genus. 

Local development in pharmacy has been in need of 
a lead. New South Wales has given it and deserves 
congratulation. 


Name 
We do not feel that the name has been the most 
fitting. 


Impact in Australia 

The University of Sydney has been teaching pharmacy 
since the beginning of this century. Initially it was 
taught as a one-year course, but over most of this 
period it has been a two-year course. The course was 
half time. In many ways it was a “Cinderella” course, 
bechuse of insufficient practitioner interest. 

In the 1930’s Horace Finnemore held a Readership 
in Pharmacy. Now after sixty years we have a full 
degree course and the first pharmaceutical chair. 
Already this has had a great impact on pharmacy in 
Australia. Industry is waiting anxiously for this type 
of trainee, while hospital pharmacy in Australia has 
been literally starving for them over twenty-five years. 

Queensland and Victoria are moving in their indi- 
vidual ways towards the state of affairs that now exists 
in New South Wales. Others will follow until the 
pattern is general. There can be little doubt of this. 
It cannot happen over-night. 


Impact on World of Pharmacy 

Pharmacy, like biochemistry, bacteriology, pharma- 
cology, physics and physiology, often assumes the role 
of an ancillary specialty to medical science. It becomes 
axiomatic that the basic scientific training required in 
a course, which is to produce specialist helpers, should 
be not less than that required in medicine. In fact it 
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should clearly be greater. Sydney’s achievement is one 
more link in an obvious chain of events. 

One of the problems in medicine is that the curriculum 
faces such an enormous content of material that the 
graduate in medicine must rely more and more on the 
specialist sister sciences. 

In pharmacy, degree courses meet this need in a 
practical and logical way. 

Generally speaking then the pattern is becoming 
clear. Degree courses are required and are being 
obtained in pharmacy. 

If the hundreds of degree courses which now exist

in pharmacy throughout the world are soundly based, 
one would expect to find in some of the leading depart- 
ments important research centres. One would expect 
that these research centres if not loaded too heavily 
with teaching duties would be making fundamental 
contributions to what could be termed collectively, 
pre-clinical medicine. This is in fact what is happening. 
The departments at London, Chelsea, California, Minne- 
sota—to quote a few examples—are giving concrete 
evidence of this solid and lasting impact on the world 
of pharmacy and science. The Sydney department 
gives every promise of being another one. 


Chemists Favour New Benefits Scheme 


Chemists throughout Australia voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favour of participation in the dispensing of 
Pharmaceutical Benefits under the amended National 
Health Act. 

Final returns from the plebiscite sent to all Guild 
members by the Guild showed that almost 85 per cent. 
of voters favoured co-operating in the scheme. Plebis- 
cite returns showed that 71 per cent. of chemists had 
voted. 

Some members were critical of a number of aspects 
of the new scheme. They considered the Government 
had not given them enough time to study fully the 
amendments to the National Health Act. 

As a result, a certain amount of confusion still exists 
over the method of handling the new 5/- charge. Some 
members also considered the Government had favoured 
Friendly Society dispensaries to the disadvantage of 
chemists. 

Another objection to the new charge of 5/- for all 
prescriptions falling within the Pharmaceutical Benefits 
formulary, and the widening of the formulary, was 
that it would increase the amount of form-filling to 
be done. 

Final agreement with the Federal Government on the 
new Pharmaceutical Benefits Scheme, in so far as it 
affected chemists, was the result of months of dis- 
cussion between the Guild and the Commonwealth 
Health Department, and also personal talks with the 
Minister for Health (Dr. Donald Cameron). 

The high standard of dispensing and of the drugs 
used, laid down in the former contract between the 
Guild and the Government, is being maintained. 

Naturally the scheme is yet to be tested, and it is not 
yet obvious what, if any, imperfections there are to 
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be corrected. But there is no sense in any section of 
the community being too critical at this stage. The 
Guild considers that the interests of all concerned are 
being protected to the greatest possible degree. 

The Guild, as the body appointed under the Act to 
negotiate with the Government on behalf of the 
chemists, fought to get the best terms possible for them. 
Not all the Guild asked for has been conceded, but the 
Government has made provision for the contract to be 
reopened in the event of any “exceptional” circum- 
stances. 


Report of the Director-General of Health 


The report of the Director-General of Health for the 
two years ending June 30, 1958, has been circulated. 
This is a formidable document dealing with many 
matters coming within the administration of the 
Director-General. It contains a considerable amount 
of statistical material—financial and otherwise. The 
various sections of the report deal with National Health 
Benefits, Tuberculosis, Public Health and Medical Re- 
search and teaching institutions, the Commonwealth 
Serum Laboratories and other similar undertakings, 
Commonwealth Grants, etc. 

We have not space to deal at length with all of the 
matters referred to. Reference is made to Narcotic 
Drugs. The report indicates that progress was made 
towards States requiring notification of “addiction” in 
accordance with the definition advocated by the World 
Health Organisation. The Department obtained the 
agreement of the Federal Council of the British Medical 
Association to States adopting legislation in the Queens- 
land form to provide for notification of protracted 
narcotic drug therapy. Under such an arrangement 
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medical practitioners would be required to inform thé 
State Health authority of intention to prescribe narcotic 
drugs for any patient over a period greater than two 
months. 

Under this heading the report reveals that late in 
1956 at the request of the Department the B.M.A. set 
up a committee to investigate the problems associated 
with the prescribing and use of Pethidine. 

The committee found that Pethidine was—(a) used 
appropriately as an alternative to Morphine, (b) used 
unnecessarily as a substitute for Aspirin, (c) commcenly 
prescribed for both purposes in amounts much in excess 
of the apparent need. 

This B.M.A. Committee emphasised that Pethidine is 
a drug of addiction readily self administered in tablet 
form and that prevailing methods of prescribing per- 
mitted sustained self medication and ready access to 
further supplies. On the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee and with the co-operation of the Pharmaceutical 
Benefits Advisory Committee, Pethidine tablets were 
removed from the list of pharmaceutical benefits. Fol- 
lowing this action consumption in Australia fell to 23.5 
Kg. per million of population from 52.5 Kg. per million 
in 1955. 

The report gives a summary of the provisions in the 
National Health Act relating to Medical and Pharma- 
ceutical Benefits. 

Figures relating to General Pharmaceutical Benefits 
and to Pensioner Benefits which are of particular 
interest to pharmaceutical chemists are set out in tables 
and some of these are printed elsewhere in this Journal. 


Further Rise in Retail Sales 


Statistical Bulletin No. 785 issued by the Common- 
wealth Bureau of Census and Statistics, Canberra, dis- 
closes a further estimated increase in retail sales for 
the September-December, 1959, quarter. Estimated 
total value of retail sales of goods (excluding motor 
vehicles, parts, petrol, etc.) for the period was approxi- 
mately £714 million, compared with £673.3 million for 
the corresponding period ‘in 1958 and £647.5 million in 
1957. For December, 1956, the total figure was £620.6 
million. 

The figures appear to indicate a consistent upward 
trend in aggregate turnover. They are not related to 
population increase or inflationary effects on retail 
prices. A wrong conclusion might therefore be reached 
if due weight is not given to these factors.

own pharmacies. 

We would like to see “Applied Pharmaceutics” again 
become a regular feature every month; but the fre- 
quency of the inclusion of this section will depend 
upon the flow of information and inquiries to the Jour- 
nal office. 


C. and D. Centenary 


“The Chemist and Druggist” celebrated its centenary 
with the issue of a special centenary number in 
November. 

This is a fine example of the printer’s art, and sets a 
worthy standard in pharmaceutical journalism. 

Founded in September, 1859, by the Morgan Bros., 
wholesale drysalters and chemists, “The Chemist and 
Druggist” has maintained a high standard among trade 
journals, and has presented a viewpoint differing in 
some respects from the official pharmaceutical journals. 
It has served the profession well, and we offer our 
sincere congratulations to the publishers on a splendid 
record, culminating with this outstanding centenary 
number, which is beautifully produced and splendidly 
illustrated in colour. 

From a historical point of view, this issue is worthy 
of preserving in the archives of pharmaceutical institu- 
tions. 


Service to Australia 


It is of interest that in 1858, when the only pharma- 
ceutical publication in Australia—the “Transactions of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria”—failed, ar- 
rangements were made to supply members of the pro- 
fession in Australia with “The Chemist and Druggist,” 
including an Australian supplement. In 1883 “The 
Chemist and Druggist of Australia” appeared, and this 
was supplied to members until 1885, after which “The 
Australasian Journal of Pharmacy” came into existence 
and became the official pharmaceutical journal for the 
Societies in all States. 


Overseas Visitor 


Sir Harry Jephcott and Lady Jephcott paid one of 
their periodical visits to Australia in February. 

Sir Harry is Chairman of Directors of Glaxo Labo- 
ratories Ltd., and has made a number of visits to this 
country previously. 

He went to the U.S.A. in 1923 and there became 
connected with the early work which led to the pro- 
duction in 1924 in England by the Glaxo organisation 
of Ostelin, the first preparation of Vitamin D to be 
available to doctors. In his leisure time he studied 
law and was called to the bar (Middle Temple) in 1925. 

Sir Harry began his career in pharmacy as an appren- 
tice in a local pharmacy in his home town of Redditch, 
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and at the age of 21 became a civil servant in the 
Customs and Excise Department. 

Later he took First Class Honours in Chemistry at 
the University of London with the degree of Bachelor 
of Science. In 1916 he took the diploma of Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist and became associate of the Royal 
Institute of Chemistry. He also graduated M.Sc. in 
that year and joined Glaxo Laboratories Ltd. as their 
chemist. 

Sir_Harry is keenly interested in pharmaceutical 
education, and finds outlet for his interest in this 
direction through his office as Chairman of the Council 
of the School of Pharmacy, University of London, to 
which he was elected in 1948. 

In 1947-48 Sir Harry was elected Chairman of the 
Association of British Chemical Manufacturers and was 
re-elected to the office for the two subsequent years. 
He is also Chairman of the Council of D.S.I.R. (Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research). 


Lady Jephcott also is a distinguished pharmaceutical i 


chemist. She was the first woman to win the Fairfield 
Scholarship. In 1917 she took her Ph.C. and was 
awarded the Bronze Medal for the year. 

: While in Australia Sir Harry Jephcott visited some 
pharmaceutical organisations and saw many people. In 
Melbourne he visited the new College of Pharmacy at 
Parkville and was entertained by the Executive of the 
Pharmaceutical Society at luncheon. Sir Harry ex- 
pressed the opinion that the new College was better 
than any he had seen. 


New School of Pharmacy Opened 
at Petone, N.Z. 


The New Zealand School of Pharmacy opened on 
February 15. The course of instruction will be the 
first full time course for pharmacy students in the 
Dominion. It is also the first full time post-secondary 
education in New Zealand outside of the Universities. 

Commenting on this important event, “The Pharma- 
ceutical Journal of New Zealand” says: “So at last the 
hopes and ideals of very many pharmacists begin to 
bear fruit.” The course will be of two years’ duration, 
the first consisting of the study of the basic sciences 
to the standard of medical intermediate, and the final 
year that of professional subjects. 

Regret is expressed that the course is to be of two 
years’ duration only. Nevertheless the introduction of 
a full time course is an important step forward, and 
progress must follow. The Editor of the New Zealand 
Journal emphasises this in his statement that one of 
the first aims must be to see that the existing course 
is increased by another year, and that the ultimate 
object should be the establishment of a three-year 
post-intermediate degree course for all. 

The new school is a department of the Central 
Technical College at Petone, and from the illustration 
appears to be a building of substantial size. It will 
contain first-year laboratories for teaching Biology, 
Physics and Chemistry to the standard of medical inter- 
mediate; final year laboratories for the teaching of 
Pharmaceutics including Aseptic and Sterile work, 
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Pharmaceutical Chemistry, Pharmaco.ogy and Pharma- 
cognosy, a research laboratory, two tutorial demonstra- 
tion rooms, a library, students’ common room and a 
lecture theatre to seat up to 100 students. 

The maximum annual intake of students will be 75. 
First and second year students will attend lectures as 
complete units, but for practical work students will be 
divided into groups of 25. Tutorial teaching for small 
groups of eight or nine students will be provided. 

“The Pharmaceutical Journal of New Zealand” for 
February 10, 1960, pays tribute to Dr. S. E. Wright and 
acknowledges his influence on thinking in New Zealand 
on the subject of pharmaceutical education. Pharma- 
ceutical thought, it says, was shaped very largely under 
Dr. Wright’s guidance. He came among them at a time 
when the standard was at its lowest. Tackling a 
difficult problem with the enthusiasm of a reformer, 
he quickly brought some order into the unorganised 
and primitive conditions he found. New Zealand phar- 
macy is indebted to him for his inspiring and thoroughly 
practical influence amongst pharmacists generally and 
students in particular. His stay in New Zealand was 
a rich and rewarding experience. 


THE HANDICAPPED MAKE GOOD EMPLOYEES 


The Australian conviction that every individual is 
entitled to an opportunity equal to his abilities is find- 
ing solid expression in greatly increased employment 
opportunities for the physically handicapped. 


Recognising the vital need for giving the disabled 
individual the opportunity to earn his livelihood in a 
productive job, the Junior Chambers of Commerce will 
shortly engage in a vigorous nation-wide campaign to 
open the doors of industrial employment to men and 
women with physical impairments. 


From May 1 to May 8, the Jaycees will launch Aus- 
tralia’s first “Employ the Handicapped” programme. 


In line with the basic tenets of sound human rela- 
tions and personnel practices, the Jaycees will empha- 
sise the fundamental principle that all applicants—dis- 
abled or not—should be considered in light of their 
qualifications and abilities for the job to be filled. 


This principle is taking hold throughout Australian 
business. Employment statistics reveal that a greater 
number of disabled men and women are now employed 
than at any previous time in our history. This progress 
is coming about because of the recognition by employers 
that the disabled individual—when properly placed on 
a job for which he is qualified—is proving to be a good 
employee and an asset to the work force. 


Fears that people with physical handicaps would incur 
accidents or be unable to adapt to modern manufactur- 
ing operations are giving way to the recognition that 
these individuals constitute an important reservoir of 
manpower and can be fitted easily into productive work, 
whether in commerce, business, professions or industry. 
Most important, the vast progress being made im “open- 
ing wider employment opportunities for the disabled is 
enabling these individuals to become self-supporting, 
self-respecting and valuable members of society. 


The Jaycees plan to accelerate that progress. 
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THE PHARMACOPOEIAL HISTORY OF 
MICROBIOLOGICAL PRODUCTS AND PROCESSES

The purpose of this introductory paper is to draw 
attention to the large portion of the British Pharma- 
copoeia 1958 occupied by many and varied microbiolo- 
gical products and microbiological techniques, and to 
trace something of the history of these products and 
techniques, especially since 1932. Later contributors 
will take up the threads of the story, and give more 
detailed accounts of the present status of some classes 
of products and processes. 


The Early Pharmacopoeias 

In the Pharmocopoeias before 1932 there were no 
re dealing with the substances commonly and 
loosely known today as “microbiological products,” 
although several of the substances official in 1898 and 
1914 were microbiological products in the strict or 
literal sense of the term. These substances were: Acid 
Potassium Tartrate and various forms of ethyl alcohol 
—products of the growth of Bb pet Ergot—a product 
of the growth of a fungus; and Lactic Acid and Tannic 
Acid—products of the growth of bacteria. If we go 
back to 1885, we find such traditional products of the 
growth of micro-organisms even more ee repre- 
sented, in the Monographs on Vinegar, Beer Yeast, and 
Amy! Alcohol. 

In the early Pharmacopoeias, up to and including 
1914, the only microbiological processes referred to were 
the more or less natural ones for production of the 
substances just mentioned. These processes were mostly 
referred to in very general terms, e.g. the production 
of Tannic Acid from galls by a “special fermentation.” 
There were no microbiological tests of any kind—not 
even a sterility test, despite the fact that Hypodermic 
Injections had been official since 1874. 

The history of microbiology during the 18 years fol- 
lowing 1914 had no opportunity to be reflected in pro- 
gressive changes in the Pharmacopoeia, for these 18 
years represent the longest interval elapsing between 
successive Editions or Addenda since the Pharmacopoeia 
was first published im 1864. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that 1932 witnéssed official recognition of a whole 
series of “microbiological products” in the narrow 
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Pharmacopoeial Substances Derived from Micro- 
organisms or ffom Higher Plants.

modern sense, and of a range of refined microbiological 
techniques, such as sterility testing. 


The Pharmacopoeias Since 1932 
Before tracing the history of the different branches 
of the microbiological sciences reflected in the Pharma- 
copoeia since 1932, let us look broadly at the growing 
importance of microbiological products in successive

Editions and Addenda. Figure I* is a graphical repre- 
sentation of the increasing number of products of micro- 
organisms, compared with the declining number of 
products of the higher plants. Although it may be 
unwise to attempt to draw any profound conclusions 
from the trends exhibited in this graph, it certainly 
displays striking evidence of the decline in relative im- 
portance of the products of higher plants. 


Microbiological Products 


In Table I all of the main official products of micro- 
biological origin have been arranged in groups, such as 
Bacterial Vaccines, Antitoxins, Viral Vaccines, Anti- 
biotics, and several miscellaneous groups. Within each 
group, the substances have been arranged in order of 
their first appearance in the Pharmacopoeia. In the 
case of substances no longer official, the dates of their 
deletion from the Pharmacopoeia are also shown. Each 
of these main’ groups, and their relationships, will now 
be considered in some little detail, and we shall have 
something to say about Injections and other sterile 
preparations which, although not generally of micro- 
biological origin, are nevertheless of considerable micro- 
biological interest. 


Bacterial Vaccines 

Like so many other microbiological products, the first 
bacterial vaccine and toxoid appeared in the Pharma- 
copoeia in 1932, and they were directed, appropriately 
enough, against typhoid fever and diphtheria, respec- 
tively—two diseases which, thanks to vaccine prophy- 
laxis, were well on the way to virtual extinction in 
many countries, even as early as 1932. The delay in 
official recognition is adequately explained, of course, 
by the long delay in revision of the 1914 Pharmacopoeia. 


The recognition of Tetanus Toxoid by the Addendum 
of 1940 is also appropriate, coming as it did early in 
the Second World War, but it is surprising that no 
further vaccines were recognised in any of the subse- 
quent series of wartime Addenda. However, the 1948 
revision made up for lost time with the appearance of 
a mixed collection of seven vaccines and one toxoid— 


*In Figure I, substances have been allotted to one, or 
both, of the classes, according as to whether micro- 
organisms, or higher plants, or both, feature directly 
and prominently in their method of production. The 
numbers shown are counts of Monographs on distinct 
substances, or of ro of Monographs on closely re- 
lated substances. For example, Ergot, Extract of Ergot,

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some, like Whooping Cough Vaccine, destined to be of 
considerable significance, and others, such as Acne Vac- 
cine, of much less clinical importance, and destined to 
be very shortly squeezed out of the Pharmacopoeia 
under pressure from chemotherapeutic agents. 

The 1953 Pharmacopeeia was notable for the first 
recognition given to a living bacterial vaccine, namely, 
B.C.G. Vaccine. Although such recognition was coum de 
half a century later than the pioneer work of Calmette 
and Guerin, the assumption of control of such a living 
product might well be considered a bold step, because 
of the difficulties inherent in preparation, testing and 
distribution of a living culture intended for clinical use. 


Antitoxins 

Antitoxic and antibacterial sera also appeared in the 
1932 Pharmacopoeia, just 27 years after the first appear- 
ance of Anti-Diphtheria Serum in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia. 

The first of the British anti-sera were directed against 
diphtheria, tetanus, gas gangrene and dysentery. The 
Addendum of 1936 recognised antitoxins against staphy- 
lococci and pneumococci, but these, together with Anti- 
Dysentery Serum, were all deleted in the 1948 revision, 
also no doubt partly because of the advent of antibiotics 
and other chemotherapeutic agents. 

The only new Antitoxin which has been recognised 
since 1936 is Scarlet Fever Antitoxin, which became 
official in 1953. Indeed, there have not been any spec- 
tacular advances in immunology to warrant recognition 
of other new anti-sera, except perhaps in the case of 
sera intended for the treatment of venomous bites and 
stings. 


Viral Vaccines 

Viral Vaccines also made their Pharmacopoeia! debut 
in 1932, the sole representative of the class being Vac- 
cine Lymph, directed, of course, against smallpox, and 
now known as Smallpox Vaccine. This was a well 
established product at least half a century ago, and 
could well have qualified for recognition in the 1898 
Pharmacopoeia. The reason for its non-appearance 
then is probably that those responsible for the 1898 
Edition did not regard a prophylactic agent of such 
unusual origin as a proper candidate for recognition in 
a compilation of, essentially, curative drugs of vegetable 
or animal origin. 

The entry of further Viral or Rickettsial Vaccines 
into the Pharmacopoeia had to await, of course, devel- 
opment of methods for their relatively simple culture 
in chicken embryos, as oar oe with the generally 
difficult and hazardous method of culture in living 
animals, as in the case of Vaccine Lymph. Egg cultured 
vaccines (for yellow fever and typhus) became official 
in 1948, and in 1958 culture of vaccinia virus itself in 
the chicken embryo was recognised, although the old 
method of culture on the skin of healthy calves is still 
permitted. 

The obvious gaps in the pharmacopoeial armamen- 
tarium against viral diseases are, of course, agents for 
the prophylaxis of poliomyelitis and influenza. Polio- 
myelitis and influenza viral vaccines are now so firmly 
established that it seems reasonable to look forward to 
their inclusion in the next Addendum. Likely candi- 
dates for official recognition in the near future are 
vaccines for mumps, Q fever and adenovirus infections. 
Antibiotics 

The first antibiotic to achieve Pharmacopoeial recog- 
nition was, of course, Penicillin, and it became official 
by a somewhat unusual route, namely, by publication 
of a notice in the London Gazette some time between 
the Addendum of 1945 and the edition of 1948. The 
Monograph on Penicillin (in the amorphous form) 
proved to be short-lived. In the Addendum of 1951 it 
was supplemented by Monographs on Benzylpenicillin 
and Procaine Penicillin. By 1958 the progress of phar- 
maceutical science, aided by competition between phar- 
-maceutical manufacturers, had rendered crude penicillin 
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obsolete, and it was deleted from the Pharmacopoeia. 
In the same year two new forms of penicillin, with 
different physical properties, were recognised, namely, 
Benzathine Penicillin and Phenoxymethylpenicillin, 
Each Edition and Addendum of the Pharmacopoeia 
since 1948 has given recognition to one or more new 
antibiotics, including a good selection of the broad- 
spectrum antibiotics, and two representatives of the 
class of polypeptide antibiotics, produced by bacteria. 


Microbiological Techniques 


Having now considered the Pharmacopoeial history of 
the main classes of microbiological products, let us look 
briefly at the history of some of the principal micro- 
biological techniques. 


“Natural” Processes 


As already menvioned, the microbiological processes 
described in the Pharmacopoeias up to and including 
that of 1914 were the more or less “natural” ones, such 
as fermentation of sugars by yeast, and of substances 
such as wine or lactose by the acetic or lactic bacteria, 
respectively. This is not to say that such processes 
were not under close manufacturing control; no doubt 
they were, in many cases, but they were not processes 
for which pure culture methods were essential. Close 
control might safeguard the quality of the product, but 
even without control there would always be reasonable 
hope of some yield of product, because of the wide- 
spread occurrence in Nature of suitable micro-organisms. 


Bacterial Culture 


The 1932 Pharmacopoeia was revolutionary, first of 
all, in its recognition of various products, and its 
description of processes for their manufacture, which 
were absolutely dependent on the adoption of refined 
methods of pure culture of bacteria, either on solid agar 
media or on liquid broth media. The methods of culture 
of bacteria have not been changed substantially in the 
subsequent editions of the Pharmacopoeia. In general, 
they are not binding on manufacturers, being given as 
specimen methods rather than rigid ones, and no doubt 
the Commission has considered that improvements in 
methods of production, such as mass culture of orga- 
nisms, are likely to be of more economic importance 
to the manufacturer than of therapeutic significance to 
the patient. An exceptional improvement, however, 
which might well be considered for a future revision 
of the ony me somes is the technique of cultivating 
bacteria in cellophane bags. This holds the prospect of 
enabling vaccines and toxoids to be prepared completely 
free of proteins other than those produced by the bac- 
terium under cultivation. 


Immunological Techniques 

The Pharmacopoeia of 1932 also laid the foundations 
of immunological techniques, and again there has not 
been a great deal of subsequent alteration of principles. 
Methods of immunisation of animals with either bac- 
terial toxins or with whole cultures were described for 
a variety of diseases, and standards were laid down for 
the resulting anti-toxins or anti-sera. Methods of killing 
bacteria to give suspensions of relatively unimpaired 
antigenic potency were described, and also methods for 
destroying the toxic effect, but not the antigenic effect, 
of toxins. 

An important immunological advance in 1940 was the 
introduction of alum precipitation for increasing the 
antigenicity of toxoids. The next development along 
the same lines was the recognition of aluminium phos- 
phate in 1953. 

An interesting recent advance should 
tioned, althou it may not be ready for co- 
poeial recognition for some years to come. This is the 
use of the human as the animal of choice for the 
preparation of antitoxic and antibacterial serum frac- 
tions, thus permitting passive immunisation of patients 
without the danger of anaphylaxis. 
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Viral Culture 


Pharmacopoeial methods of culture of viruses and 
rickettsiae have already been considered briefly. We 
have seen that until last year Smallpox Vaccine had 
te be produced by the difficultly-controlled process of 
culture on the skin of animals, with the consequent 
requirement for testing the product for freedom from 
particularly dangerous bacteria, as complete bacterio- 
logical sterility was too difficult to achieve. Now, how- 
ever, its production in the chicken embryo is permitted. 

In the field of viral culture, the new technique which 
seems overdue for recognition is the culture of viruses 
on living tissues in vitro. ; 


Fungal Culture 

Methods for the culture of moulds have never been 
laid down in detail. The Pharmacopoeia is content to 
prescribe the species or genus of fungus to be used, 
and leaves the whole of the manufacturing process to 
the manufacturer, who, in this field, is invariably work- 
ing on a large scale. 


Sterilisation 


The revolutionary 1932 Pharmacopoeia also made the 
first attempt at control of sterilisation, sterility testing 
and aseptic dispensing. Again it may be considered 
that such control was long overdue, for the first Hypo- 
dermic Injection was recognised in 1874, and the number 
of such Injections had increased to five in 1914. 

The methods of sterilisation described in 1932 and 
in 1958 are shown in Table II. As we shall see later 
in this Symposium, a new method of low-temperature 
sterilisation in the vapour phase may well be a can- 
a for Pharmacopoeial recognition in the near 
uture. 


Sterility Testing 

Detailed control of sterility testing has never been 
attempted in the Pharmacopoeia, successive editions 
having been content to enunciate the general principles 
of testing. The details have been more adequately con- 
trolled, in the United Kingdom, by the Therapeutic 
Substances Regulations, but Australia has lacked the 
benefit of such detailed control. This lack has been 
most noticeable in regard to the scale of sampling to 
be undertaken, which has never been specified in the 
Pharmacopoeia. 

Ironically, one aspect of sterility testing technique 
which is specified in firm detail is the method of destruc- 
tion of penicillin by penicillinase, and, as we shall see 
in a later paper, the method specified is open to 
criticism. 


Aseptic Dispensing 

Efficient aseptic technique is, of course, a prerequisite 
for the successful manufacture of microbiological pro- 
ducts and of Injections and for the performance of 
sterility and other bacteriological tests. But asepsis is 
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Pharmacopoeial Monographs on Sterile Substances.

The first 
group of such substances comprised the Eye Ointments, 
recognised in 1932 as requiring aseptic dispensing. 
Fractions and derivatives of human blood form an 
important group of substances requiring aseptic prepa- 
ration and dispensing. Most of these products were 
first included in the 1951 Addendum to the Pharma- 


co 

fn 1988, recognition was given to the first of several 
sterile surgical requisites. In the same year, the class 
of Implants first appeared in the Pharmacopoeia. 

Figure II shows the rapid increase in numbers of 
Monographs devoted to sterile products, classified into 
several groups. Substances whose names include the 
word Injection have been classified in that group, rather 
than in the other class to which they may also belong. 
Biological Assay 

The Pharmacopoeia of 1932 saw the first recognition 
of biological assays of microbiological products. The 
assay of antitoxins was on fairly secure ground, as use 
was made of a standard antitoxin with which to com- 
pare the power of the unknown ay ge to neut- 
ralise a potent toxin, as indicated by death or survival 
of suitable animals. The original method has continued 
-pmeganas unchanged in principle until the present 

e. 

The assay of bacterial toxoids in 1932 was on much 
shakier ground; no standard of comparison was used, 
the determination of potency depending on direct obser- 
vation of the immunity or otherwise of test animals 
later challenged with toxin. The limitations of such a 
“direct” or “no-standard” type of assay were admitted 
in 1948, when the so-called assay was replaced by a 
Test for Minimum Potency as an Immunising Antigen. 
Although no standard ———— is used, this type of 
test is justified for unstable complex mixtures such as 
toxoids, provided there is a wide margin between the 
minimum effective human dose and the minimum toxic 
human dose. If the prescribed dose is set somewhere 
near the middle of this range, the danger of abnormally 
high or abnormally low animal responses leading to 
serious under-dosage or over-dosage, respectively, is 
diminished. The testing of toxoids was further im- 
proved in 1951 by the introduction of the flocculation 
test which does, to some extent, give a measure of 
antigenic material, and hence su plements the inform- 
ation provided by the tests for Undue Toxicity and for 
Minimum Potency as an Immunising Antigen. 

The assay of Vaccines has always been on an even 
less satisfactory basis than Toxoids, from 1932 onwards. 
With one exception, Bacterial Vaccines are standardised 
on the basis of enumeration of bacterial cells, no test 
for antigenic potency being performed. For Viral and 
Rickettsial Vaccines, direct tests for minimum antigenic 
potency are prescribed, or some form of enumeration 
of infective particles may be required 

Only in the case of Pertussis Vaccine, and, even in 
this case, only since 1958, has a soundly-based true 
assay of potency become official. The assay is per- 
formed in comparison with a dried standard prepara- 
tion, and is based upon protection of mice against a 
subsequent challenge with living bacteria. A successful 

outcome from this innovation will indeed be welcome. 

Before leaving the subject of biological assay, I should 
just mention that 1948 saw the setting up of the first 
microbiological assay for a microbiological product— 
namely, the assay of Penicillin by virtue of its bacterio- 
static activity against a strain of Staphylococcus. 


Pharmacopoeial Delays 

Scattered throughout this discussion there have been 
references to delays in Pharmacopoeial recognition of 
new microbiological products or techniques. In order 
to bring out this aspect more clearly, a number of k

United States Pharmacopoeia have been listed alongside. 
It will be seen that, in a great many cases, a 
in the United States has preceded recognition 
United Kingdom ooh substantial margin. 

The reasons for this difference are no doubt complex, 
and a matter for speculation. One circumstance which 
may be particularly significant is the fact that legislative 
control of biological drugs was undertaken substantially 
earlier in U.S. than in U.K., in 1906 and 1925, respec- 
tively. But probably the difference is indicative of a 
more fundamental difference in approach to control of 
drugs in the two countries—U.S. seeking the benefits 
which can be derived from pharmacopoeial guidance 
of the later stages of development of new drugs, and 
U.K. seeking to avoid the pitfalls to which m 
practitioners may be exposed by premature recognition 
of an drug. 

Table III also shows a tendency for the delay in 
recognition of a new product or process in the British 
Pharmacopoeia to be shorter in recent years than for- 
merly. is is due in part, no doubt, to the much 
greater frequency with which new Editions and Addenda 
are now issued. But another significant factor may 
perhaps be found in the multiplicity of specialist Com- 
mittees or Sub-Committees on whose assistance the 
Pharmacopoeia Commission can now draw. This is 
illustra in Table IV.

VIRAL VACCINES

Modern Technology has made it possible to prepare 
vaccines to protect against a large number of virus 
diseases. This is timely because modern technology 
has facilitated the spread of virus infections; air travel 
betweer. all countries is possible within the incubation 
period of most virus diseases. 

The four virus vaccines most widely studied up to 
the present time are smallpox, yellow fever, poliomye- 
litis and influenza vaccines. 

One hundred and sixty years ago Jenner discovered 
that people vaccinated with cowpox were immune to 
smallpox. It was later found that the relatively aviru- 
lent cowpex virus was antigenically similar to the 
smallpox virus. The vaccinia virus is now used for 
vaccination. The origin of the vaccinia virus is not 
known for certain; it is a stable variant which oe 
during passage of cowpox or smallpox virus in calves 
and rabbits in the laboratory. 

Although the efficiency of vaccination in preventing 
smallpox has been known for a long time, the disease 
is still endemic in underdeveloped areas, and it may 
spread to countries now free of the disease. 

The World Health Organisation considers that the 
disease can be eliminated from the world, and has 
planned widespread vaccination programmes for small- 
pox endemic areas. 

Vaccination campaigns in the tropics have been 
greatly impeded because of the difficulty of maintaining 
potency of the wet virus preparation without refriger- 
ation. It has now been shown that vaccinia virus 
freeze dried in vacuo has a very long life (at least two 
years at 37°C.) and is easily reconstituted in the field. 

The vaccinia virus grows readily on the chorioal- 
lantois of the chick embryo, and a number of workers 
have shown that the egg grown virus produces in 
humans vaccinia lesions indistinguishable from the 
bovine grown virus, and a similar antibody response. 
Limited figures also suggest that the avianised vaccine 
produces protection against smallpox equal to that pro- 
duced by calf grown vaccine. When this is adequately 
confirmed the vaccine may be routinely produced in 
eggs, and this should be more economical. 

The illness due to vaccination is sometimes unpleasant 
in adults, but is almost always mild in infants. All 
persons should be vaccinated during infancy, as small- 

x is a threat to any unvaccinated person. The risk 
is reduced but not eliminated, by quarantine regula- 
tions, which prohibit unvaccinated persons from entering 
a country. 

Several outbreaks of virulent smallpox occurred in 
Great Britain recently, when a vaccinated person 
entered the country suffering from a mild atypical 
illness not recognised as smallpox until other susceptible 
persons had been infected. 

Although there is no record of yellow fever having 
occurred in Australia, yellow fever virus, vaccine is 
important to us because Australia is a yellow fever 
receptive area. The vector, Aedes aegypti, is prevalent 
in Australia. This mosquito also occurs in North and 
South America, Africa, Southern Europe and large 
areas of Asia. People who travel through yellow fever 
endemic or epidemic areas are required to be vaccinated 
against yellow fever. Yellow fever virus vaccine is an 
outstanding example of an efficient avirulent live virus 
vaccine. Reactions to the vaccine are extremely rare, 
and the antibody response is prompt and long lasting. 

A vaccine was first developed when Theiler (1930) 
observed that after prolonged passage in mouse brains, 
the viscerotropism of the virus was reduced, although 
it was still antigenic. The mouse brain virus was used 
successfully to vaccinate humans; however, symptoms 
of central nervous system infection were occasionally 
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observed. In order to reduce the neurotropism of the 
virus, Theiler and Smith (1937) passed it through tissue 
culture of chick embryo, from which the brain and 
spinal cord had been removed, and developed the Strain 
17D, which has markedly reduced neurotropism and 
further reduced viscerotropism. The virus was still 
able to multiply in the human, producing viraemia, 
followed by antibodies. The 17D Strain cannot mul- 
tiply in the mosquito vector, so that it is not possible 
for the virus to be transmitted to other humans. Thus, 
there is no possibility of restoration of virulence by 
serial passage back through man. 

The 17D vaccine is the only one rc by the 
World Health Organisation for purposes of international 
certification of vaccination against yellow fever. The 
vaccine is grown in chick embryos, and is preserved by 
freeze drying. It is reconstituted when required and 
is given by subcutaneous injection. 

Because of the implications that a person vaccinated 
against yellow fever is indeed immune and unable to 
transmit yellow fever in other countries, for the purpose 
of international certification of vaccination, the vaccine 
must be made by a laboratory approved by the World 
Health Organisation. The Commonwealth Serum Labo- 
ratories is one of the nine approved institutes in the 
world. The live virus vaccine is very labile, and must 
be transported frozen and kept frozen until used. To 
ensure that all conditions of storage have been complied 
with, the vaccine must be administered by W.H.O. 
Authorised Centres. The authorised centres in Aus- 
tralia are the Commonwealth Health Department in 
each State. 

The development of techniques to grow the three 
types of polioviruses in culture of non-nervous tissue 
of human and oi simian origin, facilitated the isolation 
of these viruses and the estimation of poliomyelitis 
antibodies in sera, and also enabled the production of 
large quantities of virus relatively free of host tissue 
substance. 

Salk (1953) described a method of inactivating sus- 
pensions of each poliovirus with formalin whilst pre- 
serving the antigenicity. Experiments with monkeys 
and then with humans showed that injection of a 
vaccine containing inactivated polioviruses of all three 
types caused the production of satisfactory levels of 
neutralising antibodies. An extensive field trial, which 
was evaluated by Francis et al (1957) demonstrated 
that the vaccine was safe and able to protect against 
paralytic poliomyelitis. 

Salk observed that, using a regular process, the rate 
of inactivation of a suspension of polioviruses in tissue 
culture fluid was regular, and he considered that the 
constant reduplication of the inactivation curve was an 
inbuilt safety factor, in addition to routine safety tests 
on the finished product. 

However, when large scale production was com- 
menced some manufacturers found that some batches 
of vaccine contained live virus. Other manufacturers 
did not find live virus, which suggested that the fault 
lay in the process rather than the principles of formalin 
inactivation. It was believed that the failure of com- 
plete inactivation was due to the formation of aggre- 
gates of virus or protein particles which protected some 
virus particles from the formalin. Some batches of 
tissue culture fluid had been stored for a number of 
months between filtration and addition of formalin, and 
fresh aggregates had formed during this time. New 
manufacturing requirements were instituted, which re- 
quired Seitz filtration within 72 hours of the addition 
of formalin, and a further filtration at the time when 
all virus appeared to be inactivated, after which the 
formalin was allowed to act for at least another three 
days, before the first imen was removed for safety 
testing. There is a millionfold reduction of virus titre 
in any three days period of formalin inactivation, so 
that it is unlikely that any live virus which the 
filter would escape inactivation. Since these require- 
ments were instituted, poliomyelitis vaccine has been 
made in large quantities in many countries, and there 
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has not been any confirmed case of poliomyelitis due 
to faulty vaccine. 

A dramatic drop in the incidence of poliomyelitis has 
been observed in every country where Salk vaccination 
has been widely carried out. Where there have been 
outbreaks they have been localised and attack has been 

redominantly on the unvaccinated. There has also 
been a marked decline in the total number of cases 
in the unvaccinated compared to the incidence in their 
age groups in the immediate preceding years. 

It appears that vaccination not only prevents the 
development of paralysis, but also reduces the infec- 
tivity of persons. However, vaccinated persons can 
still acquire a bowel infection with polioviruses, and 
excrete them in the faeces. Persons with antibodies 
from previous natural infection are more resistant to 
enteric reinfection, perhaps due to local immunity. Salk 
believes that vaccinated persons are not very infectious 
because vaccination reduces multiplication of polio- 
viruses in the throat. Respiratory spread may be more 
important than enteric spread in the changed epidemi- 
ology of poliomyelitis in this era of improved sanitation. 

The success of the attenuated live virus vaccines 
against smallpox and yellow fever led to attempts to 
produce a similar live virus poliomyelitis vaccine. The 
two former vaccines are not infectious for other persons, 
but the polioviruses, which multiply in the throat and 
bowel, are excreted into the environment, and are con- 
tagious, and it is possible for mutation to increased 
virulence through serial passage. A number of workers 
(Sabin A.B. (1955), Sabin (1957), Dane et al. (1957), 
Dick et al. (1957), Clark et al. (1958)) have detected 
increased neurotropism for monkeys in the virus ex- 
creted after one passage through the human bowel. The 
increase in virulence was extreme in one strain investi- 
_— by Dick and Dane (1957), but Sabin (1959) has 
ound it less pronounced with the recent plague selected 
strains. It is not known to what extent mutation may 
continue on passage through a community, and for that 
reason live virus is not at present recommended for 
vaccination where the incidence of poliomyelitis is low. 
The avirulent strains do interfere with the growth of 
other strains of polioviruses, and they have been used 
during epidemics of poliomyelitis in countries where 
Salk Vaccination has not been carried out. Reports 
from the Belgian Congo (Courtois et al. (1958) and 
Columbia (Abad Gomez et al. (1959)) indicate that the 
live virus vaccine was quite safe to the people vacci- 
nated and their immediate contacts, but no assessment 
of efficiency in preventing paralytic poliomyelitis was 
possible through lack of controls. 

Furthermore, in both these places a high proportion 
of the population studied would have antibodies from 
previous natural infection. 

If the immunity following vaccination with killed 
virus is not found to be enduring, then it will be 
possible to give all an oral dose of attenuated vaccine 
to induce the immunity of natural infection. If all 
susceptibles are already protected from invasion of the 
central nervous system by Salk induced antibodies 
then any enhancement of virulence with passage will 
not be serious. Up to date Salk (1959) has found that 
satisfactory levels of antibody persist for at least four 
years after the third dose of potent vaccine. 

Vaccination, which effectively stimulates antibody 
production, is very efficient in preventing smallpox, 
yellow fever and poliomyelitis because the infecting 
virus must pass through the blood to reach susceptible 
organs before disease is initiated. On the other hand, 
influenza viruses can infect susceptible cells in the 
respiratory tract without coming in contact with anti- 
bodies in the blood. Nevertheless, infection with influ- 
enza viruses is followed by immunity to reinfection 
with the homologous virus, and also often to closely 
related heterologous viruses. : 

The immunity is not absolute, however, although it 
is related to the level of neutralising antibodies in the 
blood, and as the antibody level declines so does immu- 
nity to reinfection. Challenge with a high dose of virus 


may overcome low antibody levels, and some people 
may be protected by a lower level of antibody from 
on equivalent chalienge. It is believed that the varia- 
tion in resistance for a given antibody level may be 
related to variations in the level of antibody w 
transudes from the blood to the fluid bathing the 
external surface of the respiratory epithelium. 

Injection of killed influenza virus vaccine has been 
shown to give levels of neutralising antibody similar 
to those which follow natural infection. The response 
to a given dose of vaccine is related to the subject’s 
previous experience with that virus, and to a lesser 
extent with other related influenza viruses, either im 
natural infection or vaccination. 


Many field trials have been carried out to test the 
efficiency of vaccination clinical influenza. 
Most of the trials have used population groups in which 
half the members have been vaccinated and the other 
half have been given a placebo. When the virus in- 
volved in the epidemic is homologous with the virus 
strain in the vaccine, it has been usual to obtain pro- 
tection rates around 75% for the vaccinated as compared 
to the unvaccinated; furthermore, the clinical illness in 
the vaccinated has been more mild and less often 
accompanied by complications. When it has been pos- 
sible to compare two similar populations in which every 

rson was vaccinated in one, and no one was vaccinated 
in the other, much better results have been obtained, 
with a protection rate of at least 90% for the vaccinated. 
It is considered that in these circumstances herd immu- 
nity has been superimposed on individual immunity. 


The probable mechanism for continued survival of 
the influenza viruses in the face of herd immunity is 
antigenic variation to a pattern against which current 
antibody is ineffective. he A/Asian Pandemic of 1957 
demonstrated how effieciently a strain of influenza 
spreads through non-immune populations. Despite the 
Hedge isolation and distribution of the new viruses 

y the W.H.O. surveillance system, it was not possible 
for even highly industrialised countries to prepare 
enough vaccine to protect a substantial proportion of 
their population. 

Salk (1952), Francis (1952) and Davenport and Hen- 
nessy (1957) believe that there is a finite limit to the 
number of antigenic variations possible in the Type A 
influenza viruses, and Davenport believes that a poly- 
valent vaccine, containing the major known antigenic 
patterns of the influenza viruses will give a broad 
spectrum type of antibody expanse which might antici- 
pate sudden changes in antigenic pattern. 

Francis has ona that the changes in pattern 
may be cyclical; the finding of antibody to the A/Asian 
virus in pre-pandemic sera of esas | people over the 
age of 65 suggests that this type of virus caused the 
1889-90 pandemic. If recycling does occur then the 
pattern of virus of the 1918 to 1919 pandemic will 
replace the A/Asian strain, and immunisation with 
polyvalent vaccine to protect against strains likely to 
recur in the future as well as those currently in circu- 
lation is well justified. 


Although blood antibodies cannot always protect 
against respiratory tract infection, they may protect 
against the toxic effect of influenza virus particles on 
other organs. Henle and Henle (1946) have shown con- 
vincingly in experimental animals that there is a highly 
toxic property in the influenza virus particle. 

This toxicity may be the cause of the cases of en 
halitis and myocarditis which were observed during t 
1957 pandemic. The prolonged asthenia following clinical 
influenza may be another manifestation of this systemic 
toxic effect. 

Neutralising antibody neutralises this texic effect in 
the experimental animal. It could be expected that 
circulating antibody would also protect the human from 
its effect on organs outside the respiratory tract. This 
is an aspect of the potential value of vaccination eee 
influenza that has not yet been adequately studied. 
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STERILITY TESTING AND THE BRITISH 


PHARMACOPOEIA

Appendix 17,—‘“Tests for Sterility”,—of the current 
Sth edition of the British Pharmacopoeia begins with 
the cautionary notice that in any part of the British 
Commonwealth in which sterility tests are controlled 
by law such laws must be complied with. 

In Australia testing is subject to the provisions of 
the Australian Therapeutic Substances Act and Regu- 
lations which state that the tests applicable in the 
British Pharmacopoeia shall used since this is the 
legal authority recognised by the Act. Procedures 
adopted for sterility testing must therefore satisfy the 
requirements of this authority at least. 

What is meant by this term “sterility testing’? 
Sterility testing is the method used to ascertain whether 
so-called “sterile” materials, either dispensed or in 
course of preparation, are in fact free from micro- 
organisms. Since the 1914 5th edition, successive British 
Pharmacopoeias have reflected the increasing complexi- 
ties caused by the introduction of such items as new 
antiseptics and bacteriostatic agents, antibiotics of 
various kinds, anti-antibiotics such as _ penicillinase, 
multidose containers, inhibitors, selective media, etc., 
until now sterility testing is a very complicated pro- 
cedure indeed. 

Before any effective system of testing can be estab- 
lished eight requirements must be specified. These are: 
(1) The number of samples to be tested. (2) The total 
volume or weight of inoculum. (3) Mode of sampling. 
(4) Media to be used. (5) Temperature of incubation. 
(6) Period of incubation. (7) Specification for repeat 
tests. (8) Criteria for rejection of a batch of material. 
Surprisingly two of the most important of these items, 
Nos. (1) and (2) are not mentioned in the current B.P. 
standards, and this represents a very serious limitation 
to the usefulness of this authority in Australia. It is 
necessary then to look elsewhere for guidance on this, 
and we are fortunate that there are other authorities 
which do specify this information, and of these the 
most useful are the British Therapeutic Substances 
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Regulations, the United States Pharmacopoeia, the 
Japanese Pharmacopoeia and the American Food and 
Drug Administration Regulations. With the assistance 
of these, complete legal and other requirements can 
be prepared. 

As performed at present, sterility tests are done for 
the purpose of detecting bacteria, fungi and yeasts in 
the samples submitted. If the results indicate no evi- 
dence of living micro-organisms, then the product is 
said to be sterile and can be used. In the case of 
preparations which depend for their effectiveness on 
the administration of living cells, e.g. B.C.G. Vaccine, 
Brucella Abortus Vaccine, etc., the object of the testing 
is to detect the presence of contaminating organisms, 
and it is usually possible to set up tests for these 
products which allow the growth of any contaminant 
which may be present, but not the product. The British 
Pharmacopoeia provides for this type of test in the 
monograph dealing with such products. 

It is important to emphasise here that sterility testing, 
recognising that the condition of absolute sterility in a 
biological preparation is difficult to achieve, is done for 
the purpose of confirming an implied condition in all 
materials tested, that is, that they will not contain more 
than an accepted number of contaminant per unit 
volume. A sterility test department is not an indicator 
of “sterile” or unsterile products. It presumes that all 
the available information on the material to be tested 
indicates that the degree of contamination was less 
than the accepted limit when the samples were taken 
and that such sampling was carried out by aseptic 
techniques 

Provided that our testing procedures are adequate to 
detect the presence of any contaminant, the only certain 
way to find out whether a batch of material is sterile 
is to test the whole quantity, an impossible procedure. 
Since then we can only test part of a batch, adequate 
specification of points, (1) volume of weight of material 
to be tested and (2) the number of final containers to 
be tested, become very necessary. 

This will ensure that with a chosen probability the 
density of contaminants in the material will not exceed 
a stated limit and also that the proportion of contami- 
nated final containers’ will not exceed a stated limit. 
It is on this question of the probabilities of issuing 
infected material that procedures for sterility testing 
are framed. 

A few examples will indicate the difficulties in deter- 
mining sample specification. 

It can be shown for instance that if the number of 
contaminants is 15 per sample volume, then the proba- 
bility of obtaining a sterile tube in the test, e.g. a false 
reaction, is approximately 1 in a million, a very unlikely 
result. If the number of contaminants drop to 7 per 
sample volume, the probability increases considerably 
and stands at 1 in a thousand, still unlikely however; 
at 4 contaminants per sample the chance increases to 
approximately 1 in a hundred, and with 3 to a figure 
of 1 in twenty. 

At this figure, and we must remember that the degree 
of contamination in the samples is almost certain to 
less than this, there is one chance in 20 that the sterility 
of a batch will be called satisfactory when it is not 
satisfactory. 

It is apparent then that the frequency of false results 
increases remarkably with lower density of micro 
contamination, and those of us who accept a satisfactory 
test as indicating absolute evidence of the absence of 
viable organisms must be impressed bv this evidence 
of limitations of sterility testing: the lesson to be learned 
is that the need for continuous aseptic technique at all 
stages of preparation can never be over-emphasised. 

As C. E. Coulthard points out in the J. Soc. Chem. 
Ind. 1948, 67, 441, “Progress in the manufacture of 
sterile products depends largely on the ability of the 
bacteriological staff to sell the discipline of asepsis to 
the workers. Sterility tests alone are not an adequate 
control, as they only cover relatively small samples 
and some organisms. Bacteriological contamination 
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may be localised and may grow and cause trouble from 
a small focus. Bacteriologists controlling production 
must maintain close touch with the job and study the 
method employed at all stages including (and subse- 
quent to) the sterilising one.” _ 

The comments are very pertinent to the problem; of 


sterility. testing. 
Sterility Testing Procedures 
Generally whenever it is necessary to establish a 
system of quality control, a study of all the relevant 
factors is made, and from this it is possible to make 
specifications which fully satisfy the particular require- 
ments. When this method is used for setting up sterility 
testing procedures, however, a number of limitations 
become apparent, as an examination of the following 
items shows. 
(1) Differences in cultural requirements of different 
bacteria including temperature and oxygen supply. 
(2) The possibility of formation of clumps of orga- 
nisms in the product; this is relevant in dry pre- 


parations. 

(3) The ability of the product to support the growth 
of a sparse contaminant. 

(4) The possibility of the material becoming contami- 
nated during dispensing. 

(5) Effects of storage and temperature on the anti- 
septics used. 

(6) The accidental contamination rate in the sterility 
test department and its relation to the scale 


tescing. 

(7) Variations in batch sizes and methods of sterilis- 

ation. 

(8) The toxicity of neutralisers and inhibitors. 

Having decided on specifications for testing, the pro- 
cedures in a sterility test department could fall into 
four sections: Precautions, Records, Planning and 
Testing. 

Precautions have to be carefully planned and should 
include the provision of sterile pressurised areas and 
cabinets for performing the tests; an effective arrange- 
ment for this would be the use of mechanical and 
electrical filters and germicidal lamp _ installations. 
Sterile gowns, masks, caps and ssibly slippers are 
necessary, and the establishment of canetak routine pro- 
cedures for testing sessions should always be done. 
Complete recording of all work should be made, and 
this would include the use of control charts for various 
groups of products. Proper identification of samples is 
also most necessary here. 

Planning is particularly essential in large biological 
houses where the volume of testing is heavy, and the 
need for an early sterility result might tempt the testing 
department to include additional samples into an 
already over-crowded programme. For the actual test- 
ing the three conditions to be constantly sought are 
sterile atmosphere, unhurried manipulations and sound 
technical procedures. 

For the future, sterility testing will undoubtedly be 
affected by such developments as automation, new 
chemicals, antiseptics, biologicals and packaging varia- 
tions, etc. The British Pharmacopoeia as the legal 
authority must detail more information than it does 
at present if it is to be of much use to testing organisa- 
tions. There is a need to supplement the existing B.P. 
specifications by more detailed direction which could 
be promulgated by the Australian Therapeutic Sub- 
stances Regulations, under the Australian Therapeutic 
Substances Act of 1953. 

Alternatively the situation may be met by the estab- 
lishment of a central testing authority from whom a 
certificate of satisfactory sterility would be required 
before any material could be issued from the manufac- 
turing houses. It also seems likely that the World 
Health Organisation will attempt to bring uniformity 
throughout the world by setting specifications for test- 
ing, and these will probably include methods for the 
detection of viruses, an urgent need in view of the 
increasing knowledge being accumulated regarding this 
class of micro-organisms.

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BIOLOGICAL FIXATION OF NITROGEN 


Chemistry and Industry, December 26, 1959, reports 
a recent meeting of the Edinburgh Section of the Royal 
Institute of Chemistry. Dr. E. R. Roberts, Imperial Col- 
lege of Science, London, gave a lecture, “Some Un- 
answered Questions on the Biological Fixation of 
Nitrogen.” Nitrogen fixing organisms are estimated to 
contribute about half the gains in soil nitrogen. One of 
the objectives of research on fixation is the development 
of stimulants which will help with the maintenance of 
soil nitrogen. 

At Imperial College a strict physico-chemical approach 
has been adopted in the quantitative measurement of 
the effect on fixation by various substances which are 
thought to occur in its metabolic pathway. Assuming 
that nitrogen is adsorbed on the nitrogenase, it may 
undergo any of the following reactions: reduction, 
oxidation, direct action with an organic substance, or 
hydrolysis. Most of the data for these hypotheses are 
derived from studies on inhibition. The rate of nitrogen 
uptake is measured accurately using an isotopic (“N) 
dilution method. Nitrous oxide is one such substance 
which inhibits fixation. It has not been established that it is 
therefore a step in the fixation path, but it is believed 
to be a inhibitor because it blocks the fixation sites. 

The behaviour of other substances such as hydroxy- 
lamine, ammonia, and hydrazine was also discussed. 

It is impossible to state unequivocally whether any of 
the substances other than ammonia play a part of prime 
importance in fixation. There are two other important 
factors, the stimulation of fixation by some substances 
such as nitrites, and the close association of the enzyme 
hydrogenase with nitrogen fixation. 


MEASURING ATOMS 


Recently on its “Network Three” the B.B.C. had a 
session Thinking in Numbers. The following is the sub- 
stance of a contribution by O. R. Frisch, F.R.S., Jack- 
sonian Professor of Natural Philosophy, Cambridge, 
who spoke on Measuring Atoms. This was reported in 
The Listener, December 31, 1959. 

The astronomer has his telescopes and the biologist 
his microscopes. But even the electronic microscope 
is no use to the atomic physicist. He is interested in 
molecules, atoms, and even smaller things. His unit of 
length—the angstrom—is one ten-thousandth of a mu. 
It was called Angstrom after a Swedish physicist who 
first used that unit in his work. 

Atoms do not vary much in diameter: they measure 
between about one angstrom for hydrogen and four 
Angstrom for uranium atoms. But what do we really 
mean by this? An atom is not a little round ball that 
we can measure with a pair cf calipers; it is more 
nearly a swarm of electrons around an atomic nucleus. 
So what do we mean by the size of the atom? We 
mean that atoms can move past each other with little 
interaction if their centres are further apart than what 
we call their diameter, but not if they are appreciably 
closer. One can measure how far atoms will fly in a 
straight line in a gas, and we know how many atoms 
per unit volume the gas contains; from this it is quite 
simple to calculate how big the atoms must be. Another 
way is to cool and compress the gas until it condenses 
into a liquid or solid. It is then difficult to compress 
any further, so it is reasonable to assume that in solids 
or liquids the atoms are fairly closely packed together; 
sO again, since we know how many atoms are in a 
given volume, we can calculate their approximate size; 
and we get much the same answer. 

No Accurate Size 

I say approximate size because atoms have no accurate 
size; the swarm of electrons that constitutes the body 
of an atom has no sharp edge. Even the distance 
between two atoms in a solid—measured between their 
centres—is not sharply defined because they oscillate 
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about their average position, and only their average 
distance has an accurate meaning. But that average 
distance can be measured accurately in those solids 
where the atoms are arranged in a regular pattern, 
that is in crystals. Not all crystals are equally perfect; 
but, for instance, in a diamond the carbon atoms are 
in rigidly regular rank and file, like the pipe dream 
of a drill sergeant, row after row, extending through 
the three dimensions of space; not one atom in a million 
is out of place! In that case the spacing of the atomic 
a can be measured accurately by the diffraction of 

-rays. 

The method is basically simple and can be illustrated 
by a simple experiment. Take a fine fabric, say a silk 
handkerchief, and look through it at a distant street 
lamp at night. The lamp will appear surrounded by 
a regular pattern of fuzzy coloured streaks or, if you 
have picked one of those yellow sodium lamps, by a 
pattern of fairly sharp dots. Those dots are caused by 
the diffraction of the light, and their distance apart is 
proportional to the wavelength of the light divided by 
the spacing of the threads in your fabric. So from 
knowing the wavelength of the sodium light you can 
compute the spacing of the threads, even though you 
cannot see them. In the same way, if you let a fine 
beam of X-rays pass through a crystal and then on 
to a photographic plate, you will find the spot the 
beam produces to be surrounded by other spots, and 
again from their spacing you can work out the accurate 
distance between the rows of atoms in the crystal. 
Instead of X-rays you can also use a beam of electrons 
like the beam in a television tube; such a beam also 
has wave preperties with a convenient wavelength of 
about one-tenth of an angstrom. 

But atoms and their distances in solid matter are 
not the smallest lengths a physicist has to do with. 
The atomic nuclei are much smaller still, of the order 
of one ten-thousandth of an angstrom. Here again we 
can use diffraction to help us, but with a difference. 
Atomic nuclei cannot be packed into dense, regular 
assemblies, into “nuclear crystals” as it were. So the 
diffraction does not resemble the patterns of dots we 
see through silk, but rather the pattern of rings we 
occasionally see round the moon on a hazy night. From 
the size of these rings we can estimate the size of the 
water droplets in the haze. To get diffraction rings 
from nuclei we need electrons of very short wavelength, 
and that means an energy of several hundred million 
volts. From the appearance of those rings we can 
draw conclusions not only on the size of the atomic 
nuclei but also on the diffuseness of their boundary and 
os the way their electric charge is distributed inside 

em 

In this way it-has been possible to study structures 
that are measured in units of one hundred-theusandth 
of an angstrom. This unit is so much used when we 
talk about nuclei that it has again been given a separate 
name; it is called a fermi, after the great Italian physi- 
cist Enrico Fermi, who—among other things—built the 
first atomic pile. A uranium nucleus has a diameter 
of about 20 fermi, a proton (a hydrogen nucleus) of 
about three fermi. We are just beginning to distinguish 
even finer structures: for instance, a kind of dense core 
inside the proton, of probably barely one fermi in 
diameter. 

Shall we need still smaller units in the future? I do 
not think so. In order to study still finer structures— 
if they exist—we should need beams of particles of 
such high energy that they would destroy what we 
want to study.. That may seem the kind of difficult 
that can be overcome; but there are reasons to thin 
that for such small distances the laws of physics, as 
we know them, will break down completely, perhaps 
even the laws of geometry. When we speak about 
distances above 1000 mega-parsec we cannot use ordi- 
nary geometry any longer, and indeed are not quite 
sure what geometry to use; about 40 powers of 10 
below, we have the fermi at the other end of the scale: 
and there we appear to encounter similar uncertainties.

Zinc Cream, as made with Solution of Calcium

Chloral Hydrate is decomposed by alkali to give 
Chloroform, and thus the refrigerant action of the 
Chloral hydrate would be destroyed. 

To overcome this effect we made a cream using 
water and no oleic acid, and thus producing a neutral 
zine cream, suitable for the incorporation of the Chloral 
Hydrate. The Sulphadiazine powder was then added 
quite easily. The resultant product was about the 
same consistency as Zinc Cream. 

Can you comment on this procedure? 

—L.J.F. (N.S.W.). 

There is undoubtedly a place in pharmaceutical 
practice for a neutral Zinc Cream. This has been sug- 
gested through this column and a formula given. It is 
particularly suitable for use with basic dyes and 
Ichthammol. It is understood that the A.P.F. editors 


are favourably disposed to including such a formula in 
the next edition. It could well be that the custom of 
using Lime Water in Zinc Cream is purely traditional, 
particularly considering the acid mantle, which covers 


the skin. 


What our correspondent suggusts is quite a reasonable 
and sound approach to this problem as it occurred in 
practice. 

Short of doing experimental work, a pharmacist must 
frequently resort to a presentation which he feels is 
both sound and safe. 

However, on looking quantitatively at the above 
problem, there are insufficient hydroxyl ions to effect 
any significant change in the quantity of Ch 1 
Hydrate.

Overdose of Dextroamphetamine 

A recent case reported overseas is of interest to 
chemists. 

A prescriber wanted a 3 mg. dose of Dextroam- 
phetamine. 

As the only tablets available were 5 mg., he ordered 
the drug as powders. 

Unfortunately when writing the prescription the pre- 
scriber put “3 gr.” instead of “3 mg.”. 

The chemist failed to detect the overdose and dis- 
pensed 3 grains of Dextroamphetamine Sulphate per 
powder. 

The patient died. 

The point is that 5 mg. tablets of this drug are in 
common use, but it is still easy to mistake a dose, when 
suddenly being called upon to supply a different pre- 
sentation. R.H.B. (Vic.).

lation has been very vigorous at times. Each President 
of the Pharmaceutical Society, particularly since the 
war, has made a major contribution, and almost every 
presidential address commencing with that of Mr. Cutler 
in 1940 has used the theme of a degree. Nor must 
we forget the various student Associations who have 
hammered the theme for many years; the S.U.P.A. and 
the National student organisation in particular have 
been very forthright in their advocacy. I do not think 
that great changes are brought about by single indi- 
viduals, although “history makes it appear that this is 
sometimes so. Events and circumstances mould the 
individual and produce the conditions which finally 
cumulate in what appears at first sight to be a radical 
change. So it is with our little world of pharmacy. 


“When Mr. Finnemore, Reader in Pharmacy and Head 
of the Department, retired to a well-earned rest in 
England in 1946, I think he thought that the time was 
ripe for a rise in the status of pharmacy within the 
University. His work on poisonous plants, the cyano- 
gentic glycosides in particular, had produced a research 
tradition and helped to give a taste for research to his 
students—Professor Albert was one. I must thank him 
also for setting me on the long trail. The University, 
however, decided it was time that it had a Chair of 
Pharmacology and decided to amalgamate the phar- 
macy department with a new department of pharma- 
cology. In 1949, therefore, Professor Thorp was ap- 
pointed as Professor of pemssremen ie | and he became 
responsible for affairs pharmaceutical within the Uni- 
versity. He set about his task with vigour, established 
his own field, and stimulated the University to provide 
staff for teaching and research in pharmacy once more. 
The rest of the story is well known to you. We have 
been fortunate in Sydney, I think, that pharmacy 
teaching was made a University responsibility early in 
this century. We have been able to use pharmacy sub- 
jects as part of the Science degree, and this has resulted 
in the production of a small number of keen graduates 
with pharmacy qualifications and in the formation of 
a small research school on which we can now bui'd. 


“Ultimately it is proposed that there will be two 
chairs in the Department—Pharmaceutical Chemistry 
and Pharmaceutics—and later this year we hope that 
the Associate Chair in Pharmacy which is now vacent 
will be converted to an Associate Chair in Pharma- 
ceutics to build up teaching and research in modern 


pharmaceutics. 


“The establishment of a degree and of chairs in 
pharmacy nevertheless brings responsibility. Firstly, 
we must train students to be good pharmacists, to be 
professionally skilled and to have sure knowledge and 
a sense of duty to the people of the State. We think 
we can do this, but to produce a finished product we 
will need co-operation from pharmacists in practice. 
We must also build up our research school, for this is 
the life blood of a University Department and the 
raison d'etre of a Chair. Here pharmacy and pharma- 
ceutical industry can also help. Finally, the pharmacist 
in practice must realise his responsibilities and not 
waste his training and opportunities by being afraid to 
recognise the truth. He must carry out his professional 
obligations without fear or with thought onl: of gain. 
The establishment of the degree will have many reper- 
cussions in spirit and in kind, and these must be met 
with an open mind and with a preparedness for change. 


“T hope that as the first occupant of this Chair I will 
be able to justify the appointment, and I look forward 
to years of progress ahead in teaching and research. 
I am sure that with the same co-operation from phar- 
macy that I have had in the past few years we can 
build soundly and give the Department of Pharmacy 
of our University a world-wide reputation for scholar- 
ship and research.” (Applause.) 
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Mr. Hall said: “I have apologies here from Mr. Cutler 
and Mr. Fegent, who cannot possibly. be present.” Mr. 
Hall then referred to the fact that Mr. Benjamin, aecom- 
panied by his wife, will be going abroad very soon, 
and the company would like to wish him “Bon Voyage.” 


Mr. Winterton then said: “We are very glad to see 
you are able to take a trip overseas while you are still 
young, and on behalf of the Councillors I wish you and 
your wife “Bon Voyage.” Mr. Winterton then presented 
Mr. Benjamin with a travelling clock and a diary. 
Responding, Mr. Benjamin thanked Mr. Winterton very 
much indeed for -the kind presentation and for the 
good wishes extended to him for a pleasant trip abroad.

A Card Index System for 
Prescription Recording

The Record Cards:

Date.—This is date of first dispensing. 

Doctor.—Being only wide enough for their initials, 
these are used. A separate master list of full names is 
os * of all local doctors. 

epeats.—All repeats are recorded merely by writing 


the date of such repeat in this column. Our repeat 


These Index Cards may be of any suitable length, 
but ours were made to fit a particular set of drawers 
and are 6? inches by 4} inches. Here briefly are explana- 
tions of each section of the cards:— 

Top Heading: The initials following the surname are 
usually those of the father (or husband), as head of the 
family, or, where deceased, “Mrs. A. J.” or some such 
suitable information is listed. The address is more or 
less a complete postal address. Pension numbers of 
pensioners are recorded as shown. The number in the 
top right corner is the card number and this becomes 
“Ib” on the back of the card, whilst all other top head- 
ing information is repeated on the back of the card. The 
cards are, of course, printed the same both sides. 

Reverting to the top left-hand side of the card, we 
see that the two code letters, which prefix all ‘script 
numbers on our labels, are composed of the first letter 
of the surname and the first letter of the address. Use 
of code letters is not necessary, but we have found use 
of this little “extra” helps considerably in distinguishing 
between ’scripts for persons of the same surname, but 
of different addresses. (Our shop assistants would not 
think of handing out medicine labelled AD-14 to a 
Mrs. Alexander whom they know lives in West Street, 
and so should have AW on all her labels.) 

Number.—We give each item a separate number, ex- 
cept where the N.H.S. requires “a” and “b.” Of course, 
ALL ’scripts, whether private, pensioner, repatriation 
or general pharmaceutical benefits, are recorded in this 
way. 

Name.—Requires little more than “Mr., Mrs. or Miss” 
in most cases, though such entries as “Cat,” “Dog” and 
“Baby John, 24 years,” are often written. (The child 
age angle, which we have pursued since inception of 
the cards, was found useful when the “under sixes” 
needed their ages on N.H.S. ’scripts for Antibiotic 
Pediatric preparations.) 

Notes.—Obvious. Formulary, brand and additions to 
the formula are just a few of the common notes listed. 

Prescription.—Here is written your main information. 
It is surprising that in many instances (e.g., tablets, etc.) 
only one line is necessary per item.

column was designed to take three dates crossways and 
means that six repeats can be listed even against a 
one-line item, as the intervening spacing line can be 
used. Where “chronics” repeat indefinitely we often 
make a re-entry further down the card, leaving yen 
of space for many, many repeats. Such dates of suc 
repeats may seem unnecessary recording to many phar- 
macists, but we have found it worth while to do so, so 
that we have a perfectly complete record of everything 
dispensed. (We can, if asked, write a docket listin 
every prescription (original or repeat) got by a cas 
customer during the previous financial year—with only 
a few minutes’ work involved). 


Actual Working of the System 


Briefly the actual procedure on receiving each 
prescription at the counter is:— 

(1) Check name and address for correctness of spelling 
and initials (the well-trained shop assistant is the great- 
est help here, of course). 

(2) Go to the corresponding index drawer and with- 
draw the card (or cards) of the particular family, mark- 
ing the space vacated with a marker card (in a con- 
trasting colour). If possible, the ’script is then im- 
mediately written on the card, numbered and priced. 
If not, the card is placed under the ‘script on the dis- 
pensing bench. 

(3) The labels are typed from the card (or the ’script) 
and any extra records are listed at this stage. We have 
an “old-style” ’script book suitably ruled, so that we 
can jot down the code number of all pensioner, Repat- 
riation and pharmaceutical benefit ‘scripts as they are 
labelled. We also have a column for private ’scripts, with 
space to list the price against each item. No prices are 
necessary for the “free” ones, as they are totalled 
monthly for their claims. 

(4) The card (or cards, held in one bundle with a fine 
rubber band) is replaced in its correct position in the 
index and the marker card removed. It will be realised 
that correct “pure” alphabetical order must be strictly 
maintained at all times and all personnel handling the 
cards must have this impressed on them. 
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Note.-_The recording mentioned in (3) is not essen- 
tial to the smooth working of such a system, as this is so 
little extra effort that it is recommended to supply the 
pharmacist with sometimes startling records of his 
dispensing. Having a column for each type of ’script 
allows of dissection monthly, yearly, etc. Our “book” 
is ruled off and totalled each day, the totals being pro- 
gressive until the end of each month. The information 
gleaned from these figures allows of the reckoning of 
“average” prices with complete accuracy. 


Reference Book 
A book of reference is kept listing the full names of 
all local doctors and’ such “standard” abbreviations as 
are used throughout the cards. 
Examples of our “standard” abbreviations are:— 
“P.B.” for Pharmaceutical Benefit, 
“P.M.S.” for Pensioner Benefit 
(both of these appear in the price column), 
“Cool” for “Keep in a cool place” on a label, 
“(K)” for “Keep out of reach of children” on a label 
(both of these appear in the notes column). 


At the risk of perhaps saying the obvious in a few 
places may we hereunder list some pertinent facts for 
those contemplating the introduction of some type of 
card index system of prescription recording:— 


Using Such a Systern— 
You DON’T have to: 
Run through a long list of names to index each 
*script. 
Write names and addresses fully for each ‘script. 
Take up quite a deal of bench space with a ’script 


Worry about missing the indexing of names in 
the front index. 

Waste time looking through lists of indexed pages 
for the inevitable “pink tonic that I got a few years 
ago.” 


Some Comments by 


Mr. H. A. Braithwaite, President of the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association of Australia and a member of the Com- 
mittee of Management of the Journal for many years 
past, has had long experience in the use of cards for the 
recording of prescriptions. He was keenly interested 
in the article written by Messrs. H. P. and R. H. Fitz- 
patrick, and we feel it would be of general interest 
to publish concurrently with Messrs. Fitzpatricks’ article 
some comments and pro forma entries in cards which 
Mr. Braithwaite kindly made available for use if 
required. 

Concerning his own system, Mr. Braithwaite states 
it is a way of avoiding indexing, firstly, and, secondly, 
he uses the same indexing system for filing the dup- 
licates of the Government ’scripts without copying.

Postscript 
{Especially for you who have already mouthed the 
question, “What say a card gets put in the wrong place?”] 
Human nature, being as it is, there is a possibility of 
an occasional card being misplaced. A small hand 
punch solved our problems in this regard. All the cards 
of the one letter have the base of their cards punched 
to remove a small semi-circular portion, less than 4 inch 


in diameter, in the same position. Different positions 
on the base are set down for each letter to be punched. 
Thus, a handful of A’s picked out, inverted and examined 
will show a regular straight groove in which any 
“stranger” would immediately show out. At the worst, 
if such a quick check of all cards does not locate the 
misplaced card, it will be found in the wrong position 
in its own letter. So it merely means going through all 
the cards of ONE letter, instead of ALL letters. 

No doubt, more expensive types of ready-punched 
cards could be used to give satisfaction in this regard, 
but we have found that a member of the staff with a 
little spare time can punch bunches of each letter and 
file them ready to be selected when a new card is 
required. 

Note.—All punching is done with the cards face up- 
wards and the cards are, of course, always kept face 
forward in the index drawers.

Under another system, N.H.S. prescriptions and repeat 
scripts are not copied at all. Such a system was out- 
lined in an article, “The Recording of Prescriptions— 
Prescription Book, Daily Work Book and Cards,” pub- 
lished in our issue of October 30, 1952 (pages 930 and 
931). 

Mr. Braithwaite’s memorandum reads:— 


A prescription card system requires cards, a filing 
drawer or cabinet or drawers with an alphabetical index 
and a prescription daily work book, 


The cards may be small, for copying only one or two 
prescriptions, or more usefully of, say, the 6-inch by 
8-inch size, faint ruled across on both sides and suitably 
ruled up and down for usual layout of prescription 
copies. But these cards should be of a standard system 
size for availability of cards and filing drawers. A sug- 
gested layout for cards is given below and on page 125.

The prescription work book should be page and line 
numbered and ruled as below:— 


In use, the first book is called “A” and the first pre- 
scription number 1Al1, the next 1A2, and the first on 
the next page numbered 2Al. This page, book and line 
numbering is less confusing and easier to handle than 
unbroken runs of figures. 


The card copies of prescriptions are filed alphabetically 
in the drawers and if, when required, the name is not 
known, but the number is, the name can be ascertained 
by reference to the work book. Thus no daily indexing 
is required. 


The daily work book includes a column for numbers. 
This is designed for entry of repeats in the same pre- 
scription work book and it is usual to always use the 
original number for repeats. 


If cards intended for more than one prescription are 
used, a check of the file is made before starting a card 
for a new prescription. When more than one card has 
been used for one name it is worth putting those cards 
into a folder and it pays to serially number the cards 
themselves to help keep them in order within the folders. 


P.B., P.M.S. and Repat. prescriptions can be num- 
bered from the same prescription work book and need 
not be copied at all if the duplicates are filed alphabeti- 
cally. If this is done separately from private prescrip- 
tions copied on cards, a reference to their drawers can 
be made by using “L” for life-saving, “P” for pensioner 
and “R” for repatriation as terminal part of the number,

It is suggested that all items on prescriptions be num- 
bered, whether dispensed at that time or not, with a 
“not dispensed” entry in the book. Also it has been 
proved that it is false economy to copy items for similar 
names on to the same card. Another point in working is 
to use an indicator coloured card to mark the place in 
the file when a card is removed for working. 


The work book is a must to comply with “Pharmacy 
Regulations” and is the main factor that provides for 
automatic indexing of all our prescriptions. 


The safeguard against misplaced cards is a fixed 
routine or drill to be followed in working by the whole 
staff and the boss. A fixed, known number of coloured 
indicator cards (thicker than the prescription cards) that 
are all accounted for at the end of each day’s work go 
far towards keeping cards filed in their proper places. 


We try to avoid ever having two spellings of a name 
to a card, but when it is necessary, e.g., “Kean” and 
“Keen,” we file the card as far forward alphabetically 
as is possible. To avoid duplicating cards for any name, 
we enter the names on the prescription cards on the face 
of the index cards—and check alphabetically and on the 
index card before starting a card for a new name. We 
follow the telephone book practice for “Mc,” “Mac,” etc. 
Our prescription cards are for a name and not for a 
patient or a family.

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The Allium genus, or Onion family, must have been 
held in reverence elsewhere than in Egypt, for, accord- 
ing to Thiselton-Dyer, in Poland, the flower-stalk of 
the leek is often placed in the hands of Christ in pic- 
tures and statues. 


In the Old Testament the origina! of this word, though 
occurring many times, has been translated “leeks” in 
only one instance—Numbers xi, 5. What these were 
is a disputed point. Some commentators contend that 
they were simply green vegetable food; others hold that 
they formed an article of vegetable diet now called 
karob by the Arabs, and used by the poor with bread, 
and by the wealthy as sauce for meat. Other writers 
think they were the same as our leeks, but it is more 
reasonable, on the whole, to assume that the Bible 
refers to a kind of lotus, the root of which, about the 
size of an apple, when boiled, or mixed with curry and 
such-like condiments, has been esteemed a delicacy 
amongst others than the Israelites ever since the time 
of Homer; and for the growth of these the lowlands of 
Egypt have always been famous. 


The Emperor Nero thought that eating leeks improved 
the human voice, and as that amateur violinist was 
ambitious of being a fine singer, he used to have a 
leek diet on several days each month. 


It is difficult to trace some general explanation as to 
how the leek became the emblem of Wales and is worn 
on St. David’s Day. 


“Why, on St. David’s Day, do Welshmen seek 
To beautify their hats with verdant leek?” 


One account is that, in 640, King Cadwallader gained 
a complete victory over the Saxons, owing to the special 
interposition of St. David, who ordered the Britons 
always to wear leeks in their caps, so that they might 
easily identify each other. As the Saxons had not such 
recognisable headmark ,they attacked each other as foes, 
and aided in their own defeat. 


However, there is a more poetic and common story, 
that at the instigation of St. David the Welsh wore leeks 
in their caps as a distinguishing mark when 


“Famed Minevia’s priest 
Marshalled his Britons, and the Saxon host 
Discomfited.” 

Another story says that St. David lived in the Valley 
of Ewias, in Monmouthshire, ae his time in con- 
— which was described by Drayton in the 
ines: 


There is an ancient cell, with moss and ivy grown, 
In which, not to this day, the sun has ever shone. 
That reverend British saint, in zealous ages past, 
To contemplation lived, and did so truly fast 

As he did only drink what crystal Hodney yields, 
And fed upon the leeks he gathered in the fields; 
In memory of whom, in each revolving year, 


The Welshman of his day that sacred herb do wear.”

However, St. David died in 544, and therefore it is 
probable that the leek was a common and favourite 
vegetable in Wales during his lifetime—that is to say, 
more than fourteen hundred years ago. 


There is a still more prosaic explanation of the Welsh 
emblem which is sometimes offered. Dr. Owen Pugh 
supposes it arose from the custom of every farmer con- 
tributing his leek to the common repast when they met 
at the cymmortha, or association, by which they recip- 
rocated assistance in “ploughing their land. Conse- 
quently, the tradition arose through the custom of 
which the Welsh farmers helped each other to take 
leeks and other vegetable provender with them. Now, 
as the word leek is from the Anglo-Saxon leac, which 
originally meant any vegetable, it is probable that the 
Saxons sneeringly applied the word to the Welsh on 
account of their vegetarian proclivities. 


So much for: 

fierce and wild, with wind-crackt 
cneeks, 

By wilder Welshmen led, and crown’d with leeks.” 


_ From No. 1977, in the Harleian Collection in the Brit- 
ish Museum, come the lines: 


“T like the leeks above all herbes and floures; 
When first we wore the same, the field was ours, 
The leeke is white and greene*, whereby is meant 
That Britaines are both stout and eminente. 

Next to the lion and unicorne, 

The leeke the fairest emblym that is worne.” 

(* White and green are the old Cymric colours.) 


Of course, we cannot be sure that the leek was worn 
as a badge in Cadwallader’s time, but, at any rate, we 
have Shakespeare’s authority for concluding that it was 
— by the Welsh soldiers at the Battle of Poitiers in 


He says the leek, worn on St. David’s Day (lst 
March), is “An ancient tradition, begun upon an honour- 
able respect, and worn as a memorable trophy of pre- 
deceased valour.” In Henry V. (iv., 7), Fluellen says: 


“If your majesties is remembered of it, the Welsh- 
men did good service in a garden where leeks did 
grow, wearing leeks in their Monmouth caps, which, 
your majesty know, to this hour is an honourable 

adge of the service; and I do believe your majesty 
takes no scorn to wear the leek upon St. Tavy’s Day.” 


The phrase “to eat the leek”—meaning to retract one’s 
words and “knuckle under”—is supposed to have origi- 
nated in that famous scene in the same play where 
Fluellen the Welshman compels Pistol to swallow the 
vegetable at which he had been expressing such dis- 
like. Fluellen is taunted by Pistol for wearing a leek 
in his hat. “Hence,” says Pistol, “I am queamish at 
the smell of leek.” Fluellen replies: “I beseech you 
... at my desire ... to eat this leek.” The ancrent 
answers: “Not for Cadwallader and his goats.” Then 
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the ppery Welshman beats him, nor desists until 
Pistol has swallowed. the entire abhorrence. 


However, there is earlier evidence that the leek was 
regarded as something ignominious in England. Dan 
Chaucer says: 


“The beste song that ever was made 
Is not worth a leke’s blade, 
But men will tend their tille.” 


The Household leek (Sempervivum tectorum of Lin- 
naeus) is also known as the Common Houseleek, Sen- 
green and Jupiter’s Beard in England, and Joubarbe 
des toits in France. x 


“By Jupiter’s beard you may far enough seek 
For a better herb than this same houseleek.” 


The herbalist uses the fresh leaves, which are bruised 
and applied as a poultice in conditions 
of the skin such as burns, stings, etc. The Houseleek is 
said to cure warts and corns. The action of the leaves 
is described as refrigerant and astringent. The leaves 
form rosettes two or three inches in diameter, and are 
fleshy, flat sessile, oblong-obovated, incurved and 
pointed, hairy on the margin. The herb has no odour, 
and the distinctive characters of its taste are saline, 
astringent and acid. 


In the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries Leek 
Ointment, compounded of leeks and hog’s lard, was used 
as a liniment for burns and scalds. 


The old herbalist John Gerarde included the foilow- 
ing “receipt” in his “The Herball or General! Historie 
of Plantes,” first printed in 1597: 


“The juyce of Housleeke taketh away cornes from 
the toes and feete in they be washed and bathed there- 
with and every day and night as it were implaistered 
with the skin of the same. Houseleeke as hath been 
experimented by my very good friend Mr. Nicholas 
Belson, a man painfull and curious in searching forth 
the secrets of nature.” 


Gervase Markham, in his “Countrey Contentments or 
the English Huswife,” containing the inward and out- 
ward vertues which ought to be in a complete woman,,” 
printed in 1623, said: 

“The Stinging of Spiders: If any Rat, Spider, Flie 
Waspe, Hornet, cr other venomous Beast, by his sting or 
biting have caused your flesh to rise, rub verie gently the 
offended place with the juice of Houseleeke, and in- 
continently the paine and swelling will cease.” 


The following recipe to induce sleep appears in Stowe 
Manuscript No. 1076: 


“Take 3 Spoonfulls of ye Juse of lettes (= lettuce), 
as much of housleke; of rose water of vinegar of each 
3 spoonfulls, heate them together in coles (= coals), 
yn (= then) take fine flax, makes playsters 3 fingers 
broad reching from ye forhed to ye tempell and dip 
them in ye liquers and then bruse 2 drams of popy 
seedes and strow it on ye playsters and when ye partoy 
(= party) is in bed lay ye playsters to ye tempells 
and forhed binding them close on; then take hat bandes 
and bind ye partoy abought (= about) ye knee as hard 
as hee kan induer it; so doe all ye time of sleping and 
lay him close to slepe and with harndes chafe ye hol- 
owes of his feet with vinigar and this will bring him to 
rest with godes grays (= God’s grace); ye bandes must 
be 3 fingers broad.” 


Ann Pratt, in her undated “The Flowering Plants, 
Grasses, Sedges and Ferns of Great Britain,” and in- 
cidentally of herbs,” says: 


“One of our old herbalists says: ‘It is reported by Miz- 
aldus to preserve that is grows from fire and lightning.’ 
Another old writer, speaking of the Bay-leaf as ‘privi- 
leged from the prejudice of thunder,’ adds: ‘An ancient 
author recited among divers experiments of Nature 
which he had found out that if the herb House-leek do 
grow on the housetop the same house is never stricken 
with thunder and lightning.”

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New Books 


“Introductory Nuclear Theory.” by L. R. B. Elton, 
Ph.D., F.Inst.P., Head of the Physics Department, Batter- 
sea College of Technology. Pitman. 286 pp. Aust. 60 sh. 


Putting it in the fewest possible words, this book 
attempts to mathematically describe the forces that 
bind nuclear particles together and the ways and cir- 
cumstances in which they interact. The title is accurate 
in that the text is purely theoretical and appears to 
contain all the important classical theory and would 
prepare one for the reading of contemporary papers on 
nuclear theory. The theory, however, is phenomeno- 
logical, the basic concepts and fundamental theory of 
nuclear science having not yet been discovered. That 
is to say, the book comprises various attempts made to 
mathematically correlate all the experimentally observed 
phenomena, and as the author states, it is a commentary 
on the defiiciencies in present-day knowledge that the 
models thus constructed are not always mutually con- 
sistent. Thus according to the particular group of facts 
being studied, so it is useful to use the degenerate gas 
model, the semi-empirical mass formula, the liquid drop 
model, the alpha particle model or the shell model. 


In a short preface it is stated that the book grew 
out of a course of lectures given to final honours physics 
students at King’s College, London. As will be judged 
from this, the reader will need to be equipped with 
more than a grounding in physics, quantum theory, 
calculus and matrices.—H.B.

“Thinking to Some Purpose, L. Susan Stebbing. 
Published Penguin (London). Price 5/6 
(Australian). 


The publishers describe the book as a “Manual of 
First Aid to Clear Thinking; showing how to detect the 
illogicalities in other people’s mental processes, and how 
to avoid them in our own.” The author summarised it 
as “an argumentative book about arguing.” She is quite 
candid, however, and does not claim entire freedom from 
some of the frailties exposed in the text. But knowing, 
she watches. I will not attempt to improve on this, so 
I invite you to follow me in a brief outline of what you 
may expect on reading the book. 


Although the author was Professor of and, I believe, 
Dean of the School of Philosophy in the University of 
London, there is no Olympic solemnity about the text. 


The following extract, illustrating a difficulty in sound 
reasoning, shows this: 


“A nurse was scolding her young charge, a four-year- 
old, for her poor table manners. 


“ ‘Emily,’ she said, ‘nobody eats soup with a fork.’ 


“ But,’ replied Emily, ‘I do, and I am somebody.’ ”—A 
good example, by the way, of a fundamental error in 
syllogistic reasoning. 


The titles of the chapters are stimulating to read. 
What, one wonders, is behind such headlines as “A 
mind in blinkers”. . . “Bad language and twisted think- 
ing” .. . “Potted thinking,” “The unpopularity of being 
moderate,” or “On being misled by half and other frac- 
tions.” They are intended, as you might expect, to 
stimulate interest in knowing what correct thinking is, 
and how to detect wrong, foolish and even false methods 
of presentation of ideas and principles. 
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“A mind in blinkers” deals in general with loosely 
founded opinions often supported by bias, tradition or 
just prejudice. Such is, “Sailors won't go to sea’on a 
Friday.” ‘The author herself once set sail from«New 
York to England at “one minute past 12 on a Saturday 
morning,” presumably to soothe the sailors. 


“Bad language and twisted thinking” highlights ‘the 
improper use of language in perverting public opinion. 
As ‘One great lover of good cone English quoted>in 
the chapter says, “One cunningly chosen word may have 


‘more ‘power than a thousand irreproachable deeds—give 


your political ~ a cleverly bad name and it will do 
him more harm than many sound arguments.” 


Such “bad” language is only too familiar with us at 
election time. On “our” side of the fence are “all right 
thinking citizens.” But to “those others” we are “mis- 
guided nit wits.” We may smile now, but “on the day” 
the insidious worm does its burrowing. 


“Potted thinking,” to my mind, naturally follows on 
the previous topic. In the main, it is concerned with 
space and time-saving devices by the press and the 
public platform to get attention and establish a mere 
opinion as a fact. 


“50,000 dentists can’t be wron referring to the latest 
Hollywood dentrifice, may be , Be: although not of 
necessity true; but the implication that the paste is a 
“must” has no reference to its actual merits. 


Such snappy methods of selling goods or opinions are 
apt to have their own Nemesis. Let me quote an authen- 
tic extract from the situations vacant column of a Mel- 
bourne daily just after the war. It appeared for weeks. 


“Wanted a Part Time Lady.” 


One wonders to what depths the r soul sank in the 
rest of her time. No wonder the late Professor Lasky 
cynically defined education as “The art which teaches 
man to be deceived by the printed word.” 


I invite you to read and benefit from this well- 
written appeal for good honest thinking and truthful 
discrimination. 


To round everything off, may I suggest you critically 
examine the following syllogisms for errors in exposi- 
tion. The first is not necessarily true and the second is 
false, in conclusion. 


Firstly: 


Price fixing benefits both retailer and customer. 
The prices of important medicinals are so fixed. 
Therefore, both retailers and customers benefit. 


Secondly: 


Solutions of Chlorides give a white precipitate in the 
presence of Silver ions. 


Sample X is a solution giving a white precipitate in 
the presence of Silver ions. 


Therefore, Sample X is a chloride solution. —H.B.

Merck Index.—A revised and broadly expanded 
seventh edition of “The Merck Index, Encyclopedia of 
Chemicals and Drugs,” has been announced in New 
York by Merck & Co., Inc. The new, 1,600-page volume 
reflects the scientific advances made since the sixth 
edition was compiled in 1952 and is scheduled for pub- 
lication in March, 1960, in an initial printing of 50,000 
copies. 

First published in 1889, “The Merck Index,” a single 
volume, provides a comprehensive compendium of 
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nearly 10,000 chemical and drug entities, as well as 
botanicals, which enter into the pharmaceutical and 
chemical practice. The Index concisely defines chemical 
substances, giving their sources, physical properties and 
structures, in addition to providing a key to significant 
bibliographical references. 


Salient feature of the seventh edition is its new, 
separate cross index, arranged to enable the user to 
find any substance or compound, whether it is known 
to him by its chemical, generic, common, brand or 
trade name, and to guide him by page and number to 
the proper monograph. 


The new edition contains more than 30,000 names of 
chemical substances and drugs—a significant increase 
over the 19,763 compounds covered in the previous 
volume. All of the additional substances admitted to 
the new Index play a role in biological processes or 
are of therapeutic or technological importance. The 
number of references to the medical and veterinarian 
uses of drugs is correspondingly expanded in the new 
edition. In addition to a larger number of structural 
formulas than contained in any previous issue, the cur- 
rent Merck Index also provides empirical formulas, 
molecular weights and percentage compositions. More 
than 400 organic “Name” reactions are listed with 
original and review references, together with a descrip- 
tion and structural representation of each reaction. 


Approximately 300 pages of appendices of the seventh 
edition furnish new tables on international atomic 
weights, chromatographic adsorbents, calories in foods, 
biological units, the Russian alphabet, isotonic solutions, 
saturated solutions and prescription notations, in addi- 
tion to greatly expanded tables of temperature conver- 
sion, weight of liquids per gallon, radioactive isotopes, 
and first aid in poisoning. 


The volume is published on a non-profit basis at a 
cost of $12 per copy.

Some general information which it contains is of 
interest to persons outside of the United Kingdom, as 
well as to those within. For example, individuals and 
organisations concerned with pharmaceutical adminis- 
tration, forensic pharmacy and allied subjects will find 
within the covers of the Calendar a fund of information 
concerning the Statutes and Regulations governing the 
practice of pharmacy and the sale of poisons, therapeutic 
substances, Dangerous Drugs, etc.

The 
popularity of the Planetarium has led to inquiries being 
made regarding the acquisition of a modern instrument 
to operate under a larger dome. 


Arrangements have been made for extensions to the 
present building, so that the latest trends in technolog 
can be demonstrated, and that many of the museum’s 
valuable exhibits, so long unseen, can be displayed in 
appropriate settings.

Details of the Museum’s Information Service, Scien- 
tific Research and Field Work indicate the progress 
made and service rendered during the year. The Trus- 
tees, Director and staff are to be congratulated on the 
activities detailed in this comprehensive report.—LN.

APPROVED NAMES IN PRESCRIBING 


Sir,—We noted with interest your editorial in the 
January 30 issue of the “A.J.P.,” and were in complete 
accord with the opinions expressed therein. It is well 
understood in hospital pharmacy in this State that 
“blanket” authorisation for substitution of drugs is not 
legal. We are also aware of the problems being created 
yd the multiplicity of brand names for the same basic 

rug. 

This can only be overcome by persuading prescribers 
to use approved names, and this will largely depend 
on the —— previous experience during their 
period of residence in a hospital. 

It is the policy of the Society of Hospital Pharma- 
cists of Australia (Victorian Division) to encourage the 
use of approved names in all circumstances, but where 
a particular brand of a drug is prescribed, no substitu- 
tion should be made.

New Salary Scales 


New salary scales which appear to be on a more 
realistic basis than at any time since the Health Service 
began have been announced for hospital pharmacists. 
On appointment as a pharmacist, the minimum rate is 
£690 per annum, and this rises progressively to £920 
after seven years. Senior pharmacists will be in the 
range of £770 to £1010. Chief pharmacists in the smaller 
hospitals, and deputies in larger, rise from £815 to £1110, 
and in the largest non-teaching hospitals the scale for 
chief pharmacists is from £1130 to £1560 per annum. 
Group pharmacists will receive sums varying from £50 
to £200 per annum in addition, according to the size of 
their group. Assistants in dispensing have to receive 
an increase of 4.9 per cent. at their maximum. Poor 
salaries in the past have caused a great shortage of 
hospital pharmacists, and the new scale brings payment 
more closely into line with those in retail pharmacy, 
but even on this side vacancies still exceed the number 
of available applications. : 


Take-over Bid 


For several years take-over bids have been a promi- 
nent feature of the financial scene. In an earlier News 
Letter the take-over of Allen and Hanburys by Glaxo 
Laboratories, and the subsequent effect on Allen and 
Hanbury’s shares, was outlined. The latest subject of 
a take-over has been The British Drug Houses Ltd., 
which Fisons are anxious to integrate into their own 
expanding chemical organisation. The total value of 
British Drug Houses is: a nominal £1.2 million in 
ordinary shares and £750,000 in preference shares. For 
this Fisons are offering around £7.4 million, consisting 
of one Fisons £1 ordinary yygh Pom 5/- cash for every 
two British Drug Houses 5/- ordinary shares, and pre- 
ference shares in exchange for B.D.H. preference. At 
the close of business on Tuesday, February 2, before 
the offer was made known, B.D.H. ordinary shares stood 
at 20/6, and the Fisons offer was equivalent to approxi- 
mately 27/6 per share. On Wednesday morning B.D.H. 
shares touched 30/6, but dropped to around 28/-. As 
far as can be ascertained, there is no rival bidder. Some 
years ago Fisons took over the old-established chemical 
manufacturers W. H. Whiffen, and Genatosan Products 
is also one of their subsidiaries. 


Criticism of Drug Costs 


Once again the Comptroller and Auditor General, in 
his Report, has criticised the cost of medicines. The 
voluntary price regulation scheme agreed between the 
pharmaceutical industry and the Health Department in 
1957 has not yielded the anticipated savings. It was 
expected that the scheme would save the Exchequer 
up to £750,000 on an annual expenditure of £20 million, 
but in fact the price reductions were estimated to save 
only £412,000 on an expenditure of £28 million. This 
was partly due to more products in the trial sample 
qualifying for maintaining their prices, which were 
those obtained on the export market. The underlying 
principle of the export price criterion is that export 
prices are competitive, but at one stage the Ministry 
informed the Treasury that on the information available 
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it would be impossible to demonstrate any effective 
price competition for part of the export field. Depart- 
ment accountants had calculated from the public 
accounts of 43 firms the percentages of profit earned 
on capital employed for seven years. ith certain 
reservations the broad conclusion was that the profits 
of these companies expressed as percentage of the 
capital employed had been above those of general 
industry throughout the period examined, and had lately 
tended to increase, whereas the rate for general industry 
had been falling. It was noticeable that the profit rates 
of the British subsidiaries of American concerns had 
consistently been much higher than those of general 
industry. The accountants reported that the computed 
profit rates, however, might be understated, owing to 
lack of information about the extent of capital expendi- 
ture not yet productive. On the other hand, it was 
probable that the profit rate might be higher because 
the benefit of administrative and research services from 
their parent organisations was viven free. The high 
profit rates of this section of the industry are of par- 
ticular signifieance, as more than half the expenditure 
on proprietary preparations is incurred on products of 
these firms which had yielded savings averaging only 
4 per cent. under the voluntary price regulation 
scneme. 


Inquiries on discounts from list prices to retail phar- 
macists are continuing, and preliminary results on the 
inquiry into buying prices of standard drugs are being 
considered. 


The following statement has been issued by the Asso- 
ciation of British Pharmaceutical Industry: “The Comp- 
troller and Auditor General has drawn attention to the 
shortfall in savings expected by the Ministry of Health 
from the operation of the voluntary price regulation 
scheme agreed with the Association of British Pharma- 
ceutical Industry. The object of this scheme was to 
ensure fair and reasonable prices, and the fact that 
comparatively small savings have resulted from it con- 
firms the industry’s view that prices generally were 
already fair and reasonable. One main reason why the 
expected savings were not realised is that increased 
exports enabled a number of products to satisfy the 
test of reasonableness by reference to their prices over- 
seas. It is of interest to note that in 1959 drug exports 
reached a record total of £40.1 million. Moreover, the 
Ministry of Health has stated that for products exported 
to a significant extent, the scheme has demonstrated 
that National Health Service prices are generally lower 
than the average prices in the main export markets. 
The Comptroller has also commented on the high profit 
rates, in terms of capital employed, apparently being 
earned by British subsidiaries of American firms. For 
a valid comparison to be made between the profits of 
companies based in Britain and those which are sub- 
sidiaries of American companies, account should be 
taken of the large sums of capital employed on research 
and technical development by the parent companies in 
the United States, from which the Health Service in 
this country derives immense benefit.” 


Drugs for Private Patients 


The availability of pharmaceutical benefits to private 
patients has been one of the perennial topics since the 
Service began, and once again it is attracting attention 
in Parliament and elsewhere. A leading article in “The 
Times” was headed “A Matter of Equity,” and as the 
title suggests, was in favour of this relaxation of the 
regulations. Immediately afterwards this editorial was 
followed by a letter signed by eight members of Parlia- 
ment, suggesting that the Ministry of Health was 
changing the reasons for not permitting patients to 
make use of all or any part of the Service as originally 
promised. Some 110 back-bench Conservatives are sup- 
porting a motion asking the Government to introduce 
suitable legislation, and as a counterblast 60 Labour 
back-benchers have signed an amending motion. This

to remove any effective control over Government expen- 
diture on drugs by providing them free to private 
patients; and urges Her Majesty’s Government to resist 
pressure to introduce legislation which may lead to two 
classes of patients within the National Health Service.” 


Your correspondent has found strong objections 
amongst the private patients he has met to paying their 
drug bill. This, of course, springs from the high cost 
of the proprietary medicaments which are prescri for 
many serious diseases, and the layman does not under- 
stand their effectiveness compared with the less costly 
treatment of one or two decades ago, when doctors 
and chemists’ bills were paid uncomplainingly, and of 
course many of the private patients are elderly. 


Preludin on Prescription 


References have been made in recent News Letters 
to strictures in Parliament and by magistrates on the 
free sale of Preludin when moral deterioration in an 
accused person has been attributed to the indiscriminate 
use of this drug. It is among many preparations listed 
by the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society as recom- 
mended not to be sold unless on medical advice, with 
the other C.N.S. drugs in this category. Now the 
Poisons Board has recommended that Preludin and 24 
other substances should be supplied only on prescrip- 
tion. This was announced by the Home Secretary in 
a written reply to a question put in the House. In- 
cluded are tranqguillisers, stimulants and some sex hor- 
mones. The ‘announcement on Preludin made head- 
line news on the British Broadcasting system’s service, 
and Mr. F. W. Adams, Secretary and Registrar of the 
Pharmaceutical. Society, was quoted in the national 
press as saying, “We are very pleased; the sooner these 
drugs are on prescription the better.” The Society also 
received good publicity on the radio when it was stated 
that restriction on sale had been recommended by the 
Society several months ago. 


Record Exports 


The efforts of the British pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers in the export market led to the achievement 
of a new record in 1959, with a total overall £40 million, 
equivalent to an increase of £2.4 million over 1958. 
Over 25 per cent. of the industry’s production is now 
shipped abroad. Australia is again the best customer 
with £3.98 million, and New Zealand is fourth with £1.87 
million. Of the total exports, antibiotics formed the 
greatest single group at £7.90 million, with vitamins in 
second place at £2.70 million. Aspirin, sulphonamides 
and alkaloids each contributed a further £1 million. 


The Future of Retail Pharmacy 


The “Pharmaceutical Journal,” published in January 
contains the views of a number of representative experts 
on pharmacy in the ’60s. That on retail practice was 
contributed by Mr. G. T. M. David, Chairman of The 
National Pharmaceutical Union, who was of the opinion 
that in the next ten years three factors would condition 
the pattern. First, there would be an increasing number 
of proprietaries on prescription; secondly, there would 
be a continuing and probably increasing pressure by 
the Ministry to reduce the drug bill; and thirdly, the 
influence of modern retailing methods on pharmacy’s 
still largely traditional trading arrangements. In the 
decade there would be the final establishment of the 
pharmacist as the authority on drugs, their actions and 
uses, preparation, formulation and administration. Retail 
pharmacists would appreciate the importance of equip- 
ping themselves for the responsibility inherent in their 
new role of advisers to the public. Intensive propa- 
ganda would be needed to correct the distorted picture 
of pharmacists as mere distributors of drugs. 
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At the moment there were too many small pharmacies 
which were unprofitable and wasteful of manpower. 
Their owners would be encouraged to combine with 
neighbouring pharmacies to form larger units capable 
of supporting two or more pharmacists. In such cases, 
limitation of opening in the neighbourhood might be 
necessary. These small pharmacies were unsaleable, 
and inevitably would disappear with the death or retire- 
ment of their owners. Subsidisation of village phar- 
macies might be necessary. The ’60s would be a testing 
time for pharmacy, a time of many dangers, but also 
of great opportunities. 


“Modern methods of retailing are bound to spread 
rapidly, and many of them will affect us adversely. 
However, some of these ideas, suitably modified, can 
be usefully applied in retail pharmacy. For example, 
many articles sold by pharmacists are very suitable for 
self-serving selling. Price cutting, with its twin- 
demons, discount and stamp trading, will need to be 
kept in check by vigorous and continuous counter 
attacks, if the 60s are not to become a period of deso- 
lation and chaos for retail pharmacy. Unqualified 
traders will continue to poach on our traditional pre- 
serves, and intelligent and well-directed publicity will 
be needed to counter their depredations. Individual 
pharmacists will support this publicity by improving 
their premises and their service. Counter staff will be 
trained conscientiously and methodically and not left 
as at present to acquire an indifferent training, hap- 
hazardly and by chance. Proprietors will practise 
modern methods of stock control and improve their 
buying. To an increasing extent individual pharmacists 
will co-operate in -bulk buying, window } me in and 
Press publicity. In many areas loose federations will 
be formed which will give their members most of the 
benefits of multiple organisations, whilst enabling them 
to retain individual control of their businesses.” 


Outlook for Hospitals and Manufacturers 


Mr. J. W. B. Fish, President of the Guild of Public 
Pharmacists, considers that the amount of sterilisation 
work, which grew appreciably during the past decade, 
would increase still more before 1970. harmacists 
might become responsible for running a central sterilis- 
ation unit, and it was certain that multiple-dose con- 
tainers would disappear during the next few years. 
Advances in plastics technology might enable disposable 
containers to be used for large volume intravenous 
injections, while simplified machinery could enable phar- 
macists to prepare single-dose small volume injections 
in similar containers. Hospital pharmacy would attract 
an increasing proportion of women, and the establish- 
ment of group pharmacy would be encouraged. 


Mr. E. D. Carey, President of the Association of 
British Pharmaceutical Industry, believes that in addi- 
tion to the development of new products it was probable 
that the next decade would see a widespread develop- 
ment of new techniques within the industry. e 
complex production techniques required for modern 
drugs were likely to lead to the concentration of manu- 
facture into the hands of those firms which had estab- 
lished large-scale research organisations, either in 
Britain or overseas. Much research would be devoted 
to the two remaining major targets, the conquest of 
virus diseases and cancer. In the export field, it is 
inevitable that the market for the simpler and older 
products would decline, as other countries developed 
their own pharmaceutical industries, but for the newer 
products the technical complexity of manufacture would 
be expected to render local production unattractive in 
many areas; therefore it would be expected that sub- 
stantial business in new drugs would more than coun- 
terbalance the loss of business in older products. 
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Production of Interferon 


The Medical Research Council has issued the follow- 
ing statement on the arrangements for collaboration in 
research on interferon. (The isolation of interferon was 
mentioned in a News Letter in 1958.) 


“The discovery at the National Institute for Medical 
Research of interferon (the virus-interfering substance 
produced by interaction of inactivated influenza virus 
with susceptible tissues (Isaacs and Lindenmann, Proc. 
Roy. Soc. B., 1957, 147, 258) naturally invited speculation 
as to its potential therapeutic use. Much basic research 
on the properties of interferon had to be carried out 
before this matter could be studied, and the stage has 
only recently been reached when the necessary develop- 
ment work that must precede therapeutic trial could 
be undertaken. In order to obtain an answer as quickly 
as possible, the Medical Research Council has entered 
into an arrangement for collaborative research with 
three firms in the pharmaceutical industry, namely, 
Glaxo Laboratories Ltd., Imperial Chemical Industries 
Ltd. and the Wellcome Foundation Ltd., the National 
Research Development Corporation also being a party 
to the agreement. The field of work covered by the 
agreement includes research into the pilot scale produc- 
tion of interferon required for research purposes and 
studies of its effect in experimental virus infections of 
animals; any consideration of the possible therapeutic 
use of interferon in human beings must depend on the 
results of those experiments.” 


New Entrants to Pharmacy 


At the first Council meeting this year it was reported 
that only 211 students had been registered in 1959, 
compared with 489 in the previous year. The Chairman 
of the Education Committee, Mr. C. W. Maplethorpe, 
was asked whether he was satisfied with the number 
of students in the “pipeline.” In reply, he opined that 
there were about 3200 students in the “pipeline,” and 
about two years before the new regulations came into 
force there were about 4000. It would not be possible 
to see the result of the new regulations for at least 
12 months, as time must be allowed for students to 
obtain the General Certificate of Education at an ad- 
vanced level. Personally he was quite satisfied that 
the number was adequate to maintain the register, as 
formerly there had been a great wastage, people enter- 
ing ai a low level and failing to make the grade, they 
finally became unqualified assistants or left pharmacy. 
He was certain that in two years a different answer 
would be given. 


There is, however, some disquiet in the rank and file 
of pharmacy about the future, as there has been a 
agg of qualified assistants for fully 12 years. If 
Mr. G. T. M. David’s prognostications, outlined above, 
are mar! ‘the number of pharmacists available should 
be adequate. 


A Job Well Done 


The Chemists’ Defence Association has been celebrat- 
ing its diamond jubilee, which came into being on 
November 23, 1899, with Mr. William (later Sir William) 
Glyn-Jones as its Secretary. The Association, which 
had been initiated and fostered by the P.A.T.A., was 
handed over to the newly-formed Retail Pharmacists’ 
Union in 1921, and continued under this body in its 
changed name, the Retail Pharmacists’ Union, until the 
present time. The toast of the Association was proposed 
at a celebration dinner by the Hon. Sir Hildreth Glyn- 
Jones, a son of the founder, and himself a pharmacist 
as well as one of Her Majesty’s High Court judges. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
Profit Margins “U 


“Determined effort to give olive what they want” 
runs a headline in the current issue of the “Chemist 
and Drug Trade News,” and another runs “Retailers’ 
Profit Margins Upped.” 

My first reaction to the headline was that there is no 
such verb as “to up,” but having read the news in the 
paragraphs under the column, I feel that if the writer 
wants a verb “to up” he can have it. The news under 
the headlines is that the various pharmaceutical com- 
panies under the Helier banner have raised the profit 
margins on many popular phaymaceutical and toilet lines 
to 50 per cent. on cost. This has been done without 
upping (!) the prices to the public. Pharmacists will 
welcome this step, and doubtless promote the sales of 
those items carrying 50 per cent. 

However, as far as I can see few chemists really bother 
to find out comparative profit margins, and push the 
goods with the highest. It is perhaps difficult to push 
other goods in the face of heavy advertising, and in the 
face of customer opposition. Be that as it may, I always 
contend that the chief commodity which a pharmacist 
can sell is his name and his professional advice. Few 
chemists seem to push their own name products, being 
content to act as mere stockists for the million and one 
lines which clutter the market. 

Million and one is perhaps a high estimate, but South 
Africa does seem to suffer from a plethora of patent 
medicines and toilet lines, each of which seems to have 
its little day. 

The Heller, Organisation is also in the news finan- 
cially. The Standard Finance Corpotation has offered 
to acquire the shares of S.A. Druggists, which is owned 
by the Heller group, on a part-cash and part-exchange 
basis. The price offered appears to be 21/- per share, 
which have a value of 16/-. The voting control of the 
S.A. Druggists company is already vested in Standard 
Finance. The offer seems to envisage more profits for 
the shareholders, in the neighbourhood of 40 per cent. 
more, depending upon the dividend paid by the com- 
pany next year. Alas, I have no shares to offer. 


Visitors 


It would seem that pharmaceutical business in.the 
Union is booming if one may take the number of over- 
seas pharmaceutical V.LP.’s visiting the Union as an 
index. Another pointer is the number of advertise- 
ments for Reps—most of the ethical houses seem to be 
currently advertising for them. It seems that few of 
the pharmacists qualifying this year will grace the 
retail field. For the first time there will be a large 
number of university graduates in pharmacy ry ce 
jobs, and it will be interesting to see in to what fiel 
they go. In the main, after an advanced course such as 
they now get, young pharmacists tend to avoid the retail 
shop, unless they have a family business to join. 

There is certainly room for a lot of technical pharma- 
cists in South Africa, for a lot of new factories are 
springing up, and they will need personnel. 


Examinations 


The editoria! of the current issue of the “Pharmaceu- 
tical Journal” comments on the examination question. It 
points out that the university students have internal 
examiners whilst the technical college students are 
examined by external examiners. This statement is 
not entirely true, for each university has external 
examiners also. Some of the university staffs are exami- 
ners for the diploma and some of the technical college 
teachers for the degrees. 

Whether the writer of the editorial is seeking a rea- 
son for the large percentage of failures by diploma stu- 
dents or not I cannot say, but if he is, he has arrived 
at a wrong solution. His knowledge of facts and figures 
is faulty, for if he looks to the university first year pass 
lists he will find them very poor indeed. A little in- 
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vestigation will show him that universities tend to ask 
unsatisfactory students to take themselves off, and in 
this case they do not clutter up the second and third 
year courses. 

However, I do not suppose I will convince the writer, 
who from his style does not appear to be the regular 
editor of that journal. For my own part I would like 
to see such articles signed, so that we may see whose 
— we are reading and evaluate it on our knowledge 


the writer. 

Examinations in pharmacy are the job of the S.A. 
Pharmacy Board, and I have little doubt that the Board 
has the matter well in hand. The writer comments 
that some of the examiners are drawn from the ranks 
of and have no knowledge of educational 
method. I imagine that those pharmacists who are 
examiners are, however, quite capable of judging 
green be man is fit to be let loose on the public as 
a chemist. 


Advertising 


The Pharmacy Board, which met recently, considered 
many things, and again advertising was one of them. 
Many of my professional brethren are constantly in- 
fringing the rules dealing with advertising professional 
services, about which the Board is very strict. Many 
—— have been in trouble over this, and I would 

ave imagined that all pharmacists would by now be 
familiar with the rules. In a great many cases I imagine 
offence is committed unwittingly, but surely every 
pharmacist should now ask himself whether each and 
every advert he issues is correct. 

I had occasion to point out to one of my colleagues 
that his invoices were an infringement in that they 
solicited customers to bring their prescriptions to him. 
He replied that he did not know what was on the back 
of his invoices, and that they had been printed for him 
by a firm who assured him that what they printed was 
O.K. He will now have to destroy about £20 worth of 
invoices to teach him to depend upon his own judg- 
ment in future. 


Organic Phosphate Insecticides 


Recently the Board has taken what to my mind is a 
very wise 3 declaring all organic phosphorus in- 
secticides to Fourth Schedule Poisons—requiring a 
signature before sale. I'll bet that before long the 
farmers will protest and get them changed back again. 


Diploma in Clinical Chemistry 


The Pharmaceutical Society of South Africa has re- 
cently held its first examination for the Diploma in 
Clinical Chemistry. This is a post-graduate diploma 
introduced to testify to the holders’ ability to do clinical 
analyses which the doctors have in the past had to 
send to a path. lab. Whether it will bring the holders 
more business I cannot say, but knowledge is always 
valuable and pays off somehow. The Foundation for 
Pharmaceutical Education, which was established four 
= ago, is still without funds, and I see the Society 

as formed a Committee to get on with the job. Phar- 
macists are naturally prone to avoid parting with money 
and I do not know what scheme the committee will 
devise. A halfpenny sales tax on all proprietaries 
would be sufficient to raise enough money to establish 
the Foundation, and help some of our younger pharma- 
cists to better equip themselves for service in their 
profession. 

There is little money for post-graduate work in phar- 
macy. The Westdene Bursary of £200 per annum is 
the only one of its kind, all the others being for under- 

aduate work. I have seen many announcements that 

rms connected with pharmacy have sponsored medical 
research, or financed laboratories, but none so far has 
done the same for pharmacy. I see that the Welcome 
Trust has granted some £400,000 for the advancement 
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of research in human and veterinary medicine, and some 
of that has come to South Africa, but apparently no 
grants to pharmacy in this country have been made. 


One always gets the idea that pharmacy in South 
Africa lags behind because it lacks the necessary stimu- 
lation. e lack is both internal and external. 


Medicine Costs 


It has recently been announced that an inquiry is to 
be set By os the cost of medicines and medical ser- 
vices. is has been expected for some time, for it has 
become clear that the cost of being ill is for the avecsas 
wage earner a very costly business, and one which 
likely to set him back financially by years. 


That the cost of medicines has increased is true. How- 
ever, I do not think that they have rocketed as far as 
most other goods. Certainly the cost of dispensing has 
not done so, for the basic time charge for a pharmacist 
is, I believe, £1 per hour. This is somewhat less than 
the garage man charges, and he also takes his profit upon 
the spare parts, as the chemist does upon his medi- 
cines. 


However, the fact that many find the burden of sick- 
ness an intolerable financial burden has become very 
clear within recent years. The Government was con- 
strained to acknowledge this fact and permit medical 
accounts to be deducted from income tax. The con- 
tinued growth of medical aid schemes is still more 
evidence—and recently several large insurance com- 
panies have entered the latter field. 


Discounts 


Chemists have always given discounts to recognised 
medical aid schemes, and of course as the number of 
benefit schemes increased so has the total amount of 
discount. The pharmaceutical society has always 
worked on an increasing scale of discounts, and so 
numerous has the number of prescriptions dispensed 
annually become that it will be rather difficult to re- 
sist the suggestion that it must be economical for the 
chemists. 


However, that is prejudging the issue, which is per- 
haps sub-judice. For my own part I have always con- 
tended that if the sale of all medicines and poisons is 
restricted to the chemist, he will be able to subsidise 
dispensing and lower the dispensing fees. 


One other factor is the cost of ordinary drugs, for if 
these have to be brought half across the world then 
the prices go up. In this respect South Africa is not 
self-sufficient, and few pharmaceutical chemicals are 
made here. 


One class of people which has contended that dis- 
nsed medicines are too dear is the doctors. They 
ve some experience in dispensing, perhaps, but have 
not realised that a doctor dispenses medicines bought 
at cheaper prices, and in any case has not the same 
overheads as a chemist. Usually, too, they do not put 
in a medicine they dispense themselves the same ex- 
pensive ingredients that they prescribe from the chemist. 


Nor do they realise that the stealing away of a 
chemist’s dispensing business by the dispensing doctor 
is another factor in pushing up the chemist’s costs. 


However, all this will come out in the inquiry. My 
past experience of Commissions of Inquiry is that they 
usually produce recommendations which the Govern- 
ment does not want to adopt. Also that they produce 
the recommendations so slowly that by the time they 
are finished the results are out of date. 


It will be interesting to see who is nominated to the 
Committee. I rather expect that chemists will be in 
a minority.

CHEMIST’S CONVICTION QUASHED 

A Yarraville chemist sentenced to 18 months’ 
on fraud charges won his appeal before the Co of 
Criminal Appeal on February 26. 

He was charged with having fraudulently obtained 
£1066 from the Commonwealth by false claims for the 
supply of free —- to patients between September, 
1954, and July, 1956. : 

Three Supreme Court judges, in a reserve judgment, 
quashed the conviction and declined to order a 
trial of the chemist, Alan Douglas Kosky, 32, of Drew 
Street, Yarraville. 

One of the issues in the trial last November was 
whether Kosky’s claims on the Commonwealth were 
false, because he allegedly knew the goods he supplied, 
and for which he sought payment, were stolen .

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It was alleged he bought the goods knowing them 
to have been stolen. 

The Court of Criminal Appeal upheld Kosky’s claim 
that, in seeking payments for free drugs, he had not 
represented they were lawfully acquired by him, but 
raeeeay said he had supplied the stated quantity and 

rands. 

The Court held also that the trial had miscarried 
because the prosecutor made a comment prohibited 
by the Crimes Act when he referred to Kosky’s failure 
to exercise his right and give evidence. 

The Court of Criminal Appeal comprised Mr. Justice 
Lowe, Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy and Mr. Justice Smith.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MENTAL HYGIENE 
AUTHORITY 


The Annual Report of the Mental Hygiene Authority 
for the year ended December 31, 1958, is a substantial 
document of nearly 100 foolscap pages. It contains much 
statistical information, together with the reports of the 
Superintendents of the various Mental Institutions com- 
ing within the scope of administration by the Authority. 

the General Section it is revealed that the admis- 
sion rate is increasing. In 1958, 5162 persons were 
admitted to the Receiving Houses, 1317 to the Mental 
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Hospitals and 273 to the Intellectual Deficiency Colonies. 
The total of admissions was 6752—an increase of 
on the 1957 figures. The death rate drop from 9.9 
per cent. to 8.8 per cent., and the total number of 
patients in residence increased by 430. 

A special section is devoted to the question of alco- 
holism, and the view is expressed that a long-term 
institution for rehabilitation under the Inebriates Act 


is badly needed. 
The Use of Drugs 

The following extracts are taken from the report of 
the Chief Clinical Officer, Dr. Alan Stoller: 

“Drug Studies.—(i) General—Study of the recent 
literature on chlorpromazine and reserpine is amply 
confirming the knowledge we have been building up 
through our own drug studies. Our continuing evalu- 
ations have helped orient the Department to the rela- 
tively greater value of chlorpromazine as compared 
with other gr drugs. This has been most 
necessary because of the rapid introduction of new 
pharmaco-therapeutic agents. I am sure we have 
adopted the correct policy in getting to know how to 
use chlorpromazine properly, so that the efficacy of 
other drugs can be measu against this known ‘yard- 
stick.’ 

“Clinical Treatment.—(a) Drugs.—The use of 
is increasing, but so are the number of patients who 
are being kept out of hospital. The saving in costs is 
considerable, especially when one takes into account 
also savings in clothing and bedding. The use of the 
new tranquillising drugs papresenss a great advance 
over both barbiturates and bromides, as anyone who 
has experienced the confusional reactions resulting from 
the matter can testify. The prescription of drugs to 
best advantage depends on an adequate number 
senior staff who can control over-enthusiasm of junior 
medical officers. The position, in this regard, shows 
prospects of improvement. The need has clearly arisen 
for a pharmacopoeia, and it is proposed to produce one 
next year when the number of psychiatrists in the 
Department should be increased.” 


OBITUARY 
DAVIS ALEXANDER FERNIE COSSAR 
An Appreciation 
By Dr. Cyril J. Tonkin, F.P.S., O.B.E. 


I first met David Alexander Fernie Cossar in January, 
1906, when I became his resident apprentice. This was 
our first meeting, although I had own the Cossar 
family since my childhood. They were progressive 
farmers and graziers at Yeungroon, a few miles out 
from Charlton. It was really through my ae 
with the family that my mg a ny was arranged. 

When I first joined him Mr. Cossar was a bachelor 
and his elder sister was keeping house for him. I 
was quickly made to feel at home, and soon develo a 
deep sense of friendship and security with my employer. 
That friendship became firmer with the years 
lasted until his death. 

In the spring of 1906 Mr. Cossar married Miss Eva 
Chellew, and I have often thought that it must have 
been difficult for a bride to keep house for her husband 
and to take up a new life in a home where a strange 
youth was living. The young Mrs. Cossar made it all 
seem so easy and natural that I was never conscious 
of being an intruder. For that blessing I have always 
been grateful to them both. 

While the newly-weds were away at Healesville on 
their honeymoon, the reliever at the pharmacy was 
another man who, like Mr. Cossar, was to become a 

eat figure in the world of pharmacy. He was the 

te Mr. A. L. Jones, who became one of my close 
friends, and who, like my employer, always gave me 
much help and encouragement in my work and training. 

On the business side, I was privileged to observe that 
keen buying, good salesmanship complete honesty 
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in all dealings were the keystones of success, and from 
the purely professional aspect I was taught the whole 
art of compounding and ——- ere emphasis 
was placed on meticulous care and accuracy, on the 
use of only the best quality of drugs, and on the final 
resentation to the patient of the finished prescription 
egibly labelled and. neatly packaged. 

In 1908 I completed the intermediate course, and to 
mark the occasion Mr, and Mrs. Cossar honoured me 
by naming their son Norman Cyril. 

At about this period Mr. Cossar was elected to the 
Council of the Pharmaceutical Society, and there is no 
need for me to enlarge on the outstanding contributions 
that he made to the betterment of pharmacy through 
his efforts on the Council. 

He later became the senior pharmaceutical officer of 
Victoria, and was finally made Assistant Director of 
Medical Services (Pharmaceutical) at Army Head- 
quarters. His military services through these appoint- 
ments during and after the First World War did much 
to help this country and laid the foundations for higher 
ranking for pharmacists in their Army posts. 

By a strange coincidence I succeeded Major Cossar 
in both of these appointments. 

I shall always remember David Cossar with affection 
and with admiration for all his kindly qualities, for his 
organising ability and for the fact that success did not 
spoil him. 

He will be mourned by a multitude of friends, and 
the world of pharmacy—and the world in general—has 
lost one of its truly great men —Cyril Tonkin. 


Mabel Victoria Andrews (nee Wheeler) 

We regret to announce the death of Mrs. Mabel 
Victoria Andrews (nee Wheeler) which occurred on 
January 21, 1960. 

Mrs. Andrews was one of the pioneer women phar- 
macists of Victoria. 

She was apprenticed to her father, Mr. Frederick 
Wheeler, a pharmaceutical chemist and dentist at Alex- 
andra, and attended lectures at the Victorian College 
of Pharmacy, May 12, 1909. 

After she qualified Mrs. Wheeler worked with her 
father for a number of years. Later she managed the 
pharmacy at Tallangatta and later still was appointed 
dispenser at the Maryborough Hospital. 

She returned to her father’s pharmacy and remained 
with him until he disposed of his business in Alexandra 
in 1914. Miss Wheeler then accepted a position at the 
Malvern U.F.S. Dispensary as assistant to Mr. Albert 
Andrews, whom she married on January 18, 1915. 

Mr. Frederick Wheeler disposed of his business 
interests with the intention of floating a company to 
market tonic bitters, but war intervened. He bought 
the pharmacy of Mr, A. J. Woods, at Korumburra, but 
passed away shortly afterwards on June 26, 1917. 

Mr. and Mrs. Andrews relinquished their connection 
with the Malvern U.F.S. Dispensary to take over Mr. 
Wheeler’s business at Korumburra. Mr. Andrews died 
in 1929, and Mrs, Andrews continued to practise until 
her death on January 21 last. 

Mr. Philip Wheeler, a pioneer chemist of Frankston 
and a former Director of Sigma Co. Ltd. and Mrs. 
Andrews were cousins. Philip Wheeler is a direct 
descendant of Jacob Love Wheeler, who was appointed 
the first Master of the Apothecaries Society of London 
in the reign of James I of England and VI of Scotland, 
300 years ago. 

Mrs. Andrews is survived by two sons, Gordon, of 
Korumburra, and Frederick, of Murrabit, to whom we 
extend our sympathy.

Examination in Pharmacology.—The President re- 
ported that he had discussed with the Dean of the 
College the question of requiring all students to present 
themselves for examination in Pharmacology after com- 
pletion of the course of instruction in that subject 
during their Fourth Year.

The New Curriculum: Pharmacy Administration.—

Although this would be the night before the official 
opening, it was felt that arrangements should now be

Dose Books.—Mr. Hull reported that galley proofs 
of the reprint of the Dose Books had been received from 
the printer. It was hoped that the book would be 
printed in time for the commencement of the academic 
year. Some corrections would be required. He sug- 
gested that a small Committee should meet to deal with 
the checking of the proofs. Suggestion adopted. 


Education Committee.—Mr. Johnson (Chairman) re- 
ported on a meeting of the Education Committee held 
on December 16, 1959. The principal matter discussed 
was related to the holding of Supplementary Examina- 
tions as the new course was introduced. The Dean and 
Mr. Cobcroft were in attendance. Consideration was 
given to a memorandum on the subject prepared by 
Mr. Oxley. 

A report was submitted by Mr. Sissons. This out- 
lined some conditions which he put forward to be con- 
sidered. The conditions appeared to meet the position 
as the Council saw it, and the Committee recom- 
mended adoption of the proposals. 

The question of a course in the handling of radio- 
active isotopes was also considered by the Committee. 
It was resolved that the report be received and adopted. 


Fellowship Examination—A memorandum was re- 
ceived from the Dean reporting that the following 
members had completed the course and passed exami- 
nations, and were now eligible for advancement to 
Fellowship (by examinations) of the Society. In his 
memorandum the Dean drew attention to the ex- 
cellent course done by Mr. J. A. Mitchell, who passed 
with distinction in all subjects. It was resolved that 
the members concerned be invited to apply for advance- 
ment, namely: Renee Alicia Jarvis, Kok Chaing Khoo, 
Jacqueline Shun Yin Leung, James Alfred Motchett, 
Geoffrey Malcolm Oscar, Peter John Tuohy, Jack Yow 
Fook Wong. 


Hospital Benefits Association—-Mr. Oxley reported 
that at a recent meeting of the Hospital Benefits Asso- 
ciation Executive the question of establishing cash 
settlement depots for payment of small claims in phar- 
macies was discussed. He had expressed opposition 
to the proposal, and had said the opinion of members 
of the Executive of the Council and the Guild agreed 
with his views. 

— Council supported Mr. Oxley in the action he had 
taken. 

Selection Committee.—Mr. Davis submitted a report 
on the recent selection. He said approximately 180 
students had been selected. Academic qualifications 
were good, but some of the applicants were not very 
well informed about pharmacy as a profession. From 


_inquiries he had made he found this applied to youn 


people generally applying for admission to asdeusienel 
courses at the present time. 


The President thanked Mr. Davis and Mr. Oxley for 
their work on the Committee. 


Annual Meeting.—It was decided by the Council that 
the 103rd annual meeting be held at the College of 
Pharmacy on Monday, March 21, at 11 a.m. 


The President said there was such a cuncentration 
of activity in March that the Executive was of opinion 
that there should not be a guest speaker or other special 
feature arranged for this meeting. The Secretary was 
instructed to prepare and issue notices. Mr. Long re- 
ported that the annual report for the year ended 
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31/12/59 would be contained in the Year Book, which 
would be posted to members before March 21. 


The Official ing.—Prelimi arrangements for 
the official opening of the new College by His Excel- 
lency the Governor, on March 29 (8.15 p.m.) were dis- 
cussed and approved. 


Finance.—The Secretary reported that an indication 
had been received from the Director of Finance, stating 
that the Honourable the Treasurer, Mr. Bolte, had con- 
sidered the Society’s representations, and was prepared 
to guarantee an overdraft of up to £100,000 at the 
National Bank of Australasia Limited in the College 
of Pharmacy War Memorial Building Trust Fund, which 
were outlined. This had been conveyed to the manager 
of the bank, and the matter was at present under 
discussion. 


The Secret also reported that Sir Charles Gavan 
Duffy had delivered his judgment in the Supreme 
Court concerning the use of money in the first Building 
Trust Fund, which was governed by a Deed requiring the 
Trustees to apply the donations to the remodelling of 
the old College in Swanston Street. It had been neces- 
sary to seek the approval of the Court before usin 
the money for the new College. His Honour had rul 
that donations received prior to 31/12/49 should not 
be used for the new project without the consent of indi- 
vidual donors. Moneys received after March 1, 1950 
could be used for the new College. The Secretary said 
that steps were being taken to seek the consent of 
donors and to transfer accounts which could now be 
paid over to the new fund. The advice of the Society’s 
auditors had been obtained. 


The Honorary Treasurer submitted the Monthly Fin- 
ancial Statement, and Accounts totalling £4037/13/- 
were passed for payment. 


National Health Act.—Letters were received from two 
members, suggesting that some action be taken in re- 
gard to the National Health Act, which, according to 
a legal opinion published in the Journal, authorised In- 
spectors to write prescriptions using the names of 
medical practitioners. 


The matter was considered at some length. The 
President said that whilst they could not agree with 
the point of view expressed by their members, it see 
clear that there was no action open to them. This 
appeared to be _— clearly expressed by the Queen’s 
Counsel who had advised the Guild. 


_ Advertising by Members.—Two complaints concern- 
ing the advertisements of members were considered, 
and Council directed that they be investigated. 


The meeting terminated at 12.30 p.m.

After discussion, it was felt that the Directors had 
discretionary power to grant such a request and to 
restore membership and chemists’ indemnity cover on 
a member returning from overseas. 


“Adequate Insurance is Vital in All Business”: The 
Secretary said he had been in touch with the -~g -* 
of Melbourne Fire Office Ltd., with a view to i 
leaflet being brought up to date and reprinted, as 
stocks on hand were very low. The work had been 
attended to since the November meeting and he had 
just received from M.F.O. a re-draft of the information. 
This draft was read to the meeting, and a number 
suggestions made by the Directors were noted for 
incorporation in the reprint. 

From the Queensland Branch 
that the annual meeting of the Branch had been hel 
on December 3, 1959, when there were changes in the 
office-bearers. Mr. C. W. Noble, who had been the 
Chairman of the Branch for some years, had vacated 
the position because of his retirement from pharmacy, 
and Mr. A. W. Eberhardt had been appointed Chairman 
in his stead. Mr. W. A. Lenehan was now Treasurer 
of the Branch, and the other member of the Local 
Board was Mr. C. A. Nichol. 

A further letter from the Queensland Branch Sec- 
retary advised that the new Chairman, Mr. A. W. 
Eberhardt, was desirous of sending a circular letter 
to all chemists in Queensland who were not yet mem- 
bers of P.D.L., pointing out the advantages of member- 
ship and cover under the chemists’ indemnity policy. 
The Secretary said he had forwarded to Miss Brighouse 
a copy of the letter used in Victoria in approaching 
non-members, and copies of the papers sent with such 
communications. Miss Brighouse was invited to adapt 
this letter to her special needs in Queensland if 
wished to do so. 


From the Western Australian Branch Secre , advis- 
ing that the ae members of the Local Board, 
Messrs. R. I. Cohen, A. A. Baxter and R. W. C. Dalby, 
had been re-elected at the annual meeting of the Branch 
held on December 15, 1959. Mr. Cohen had been re- 
elected as the Branch representative to the Federal 
Council and Mr. N. C. Cossar proxy representative. 
The Branch Secretary drew attention to increases in 
allowances to staff, and inquired whether this called 
for the approval of the Directors, and he also invited 
comments on a suggestion that attendance fees and 
expenses be paid to the members of the Local Board. 
The Chairman said as regards payments made to staff 
members, this was a matter within the discretionary 
powers of the Local Boards, and the Directors would 
not interfere unless they considered such payments to 
be excessive. As regards payments to members 
Local Boards, it was decided to inform the Branch that 
the Local Board had the power to make such payments, 
and it be suggested that in arriving at amounts to be 
paid, regard be had to the income of the Branch and 
the time occupied at meetings in attending to P.D.L. 
business.

Journal Report.—Mr. Cossar referred briefly to mat- 
ters dealt with at the meeting of the Committee of 
Management of the Journal held on February 8, in- 
cluding the receipt of supplies of a second reprint of 
the “P.P. Guide”; invitations to a number of people 
to forward suggestions in regard to Journal under- 
takings; and special articles in prospect. 

Advice—A member whose name had been 
entered incorrectly in a suburban business directory 
was informed he had no cause for action, because the 
entry was gratuitous and no contract had been made. 


Other inquiries handled by the Solicitor dealt with 
the expiry date of a neon sign contract, leases tendered 
for signature, and some aspects of the sale of a 
pharmacy. 

One question is of interest to all chemists. A member 
reported that a casual customer had called at his 
pharmacy with a prescription. When it was dispensed 
and ready, the customer said he did not want it, but 
asked for the prescription back. The member inquired 
whether in those circumstances he must return the 

rescription on demand of the customer, notwithstand- 
oe that the goods had not been paid for. The Solicitor 
advised that, in his view, the chemist had a lien over 
the prescription, and could retain it until the goods 
had been paid for. It was essential, of course, that 
the prescription should be retained in the ssession 
a =A chemist at all times, otherwise the lien would 

Health Tests.—A country member re- 

rted that he had received advice from the Health 

partment, stating that a test prescription failed to 
have the correct percentage of one of the ingredients 
and he had been informed this matter would be placed 
before a committee of inquiry. The Secretary had 
replied that the difficulty the member would face in 
attending before the Committee was appreciated, and 
it was suggested, in view of the long journey that 
would be required and his having to engage a reliever, 
that the member set out the circumstances in a letter 
to the Committee, a ng | any explanation that he 
felt was warranted. The P.D rocedure associated 
with these cases was stated. If the member felt that 
the Department’s analysis was correct, there would 
be no point in having a check analysis made. On the 
other hand, if the member was of the opinion that 
he had dispensed the item correctly and he was not 
satisfied with the margin of error as disclosed in the 
Department’s analysis, he might obtain a check analysis 
from the sample left with him at the time of the 
urchase. The cost of this analysis would be about 

10/10/- to £12/12/-. Should this analysis support the 
member’s belief in the accuracy of his dispensing, the 
P.D.L. would refund the fee paid for the analysis. On 
the other hand, if the check analysis corr nded 
fairly closely with the Department’s analysis, the cost 
must be borne by the member. 

Claims.—Two minor claims had been dealt with and 
settled since the November meeting of the Directors. 

Another case notified at that time would not go to 
court (if at all) for some months yet according to the 
Solicitor’s advice, in view of present congestion of 
cases for hearing. 

Further information was forwarded by a member 
following a claim for loss of some sheep, and the 
Directors decided that settlement be effected. 

Financial.—The Hon. Treasurer presented the monthly 
financial statement, and accounts totalling £1771/9/4 
were passed for payment.

A letter from the Pharmaceutical Society advised that 
the Scott-McGibbony Scholarship for 1959 had been 
awarded to Mr, Anthony Peter Friend. It was also 
advised that the Council of the Society had agreed to 
meet the Guild regarding the future terms of the 
Scholarship. Mr. Lloyd moved that this conference 
be held at an early date to discuss this and also the 
matter raised in the first letter, ie., the lectures to 
students. Seconded by Miss MacGillivray and carried. 


Several letters between Ruskin Publishing Pty. Ltd. 
and the Guild were read. These concerned the publica- 
tion, “Health and Beauty,” and at the Guild’s request 
the company stated in its latest letter that it will not 
suggest to prospective subscribers that the Guild had 
endorsed the publication. 


A letter from the Commonwealth Director of Health 
regarding the difficulty experienced by chemists in 
obtaining from some medical practitioners prescriptions 
for Pharmaceutical Benefits which had been ordered 
by telephone was received. It was noted that the 
Department undertakes to follow up all reports received 
of doctors not providing prescriptions within the speci- 
fied time. Mr. Lloyd moved that the letter be published 
in “Gilseal News.” Mr. Hilyard moved an amendment, 
which was seconded by Mr. Scott, that the letter be 
published in “Gilseal News” and the matter be reported 
to the Pharmacy Board. The amendment was carried. 


A letter from Mr. Ben Haigh was read, in which he 
expressed thanks for co-operation with Sigma and him- 
self over many years. It was decided to write and thank 
Mr. Haigh and wish him well in his retirement. 


A letter of official farewell from Mr. Attiwill was read. 
The Chairman made a presentation to Mr. Attiwill on 
behalf of the Committee. Mr. Attiwill responded and 
thanked the Committee for the gift and good wishes. 


Federal Report——Mr. Scott gave the latest news con- 
cerning the negotiations with the Commonwealth 
Government. He said that all points of the contract 
had been agreed upon by Federal Council except the 
clause relating to rise and fall of dispensing fees. 


He stated that the Federal Executive had finally agreed 
to recommend to Federal Council that the automatic 
adjustment clause be accepted on a different basis. 


The Committee was told that Federal Council had been 
called at short notice to meet on February 15 to decide 
to recommend to members whether to accept or reject 
the arrangements agreed upon with the Government.

It was asked whether a prepared statement could be 
printed for display in members’ windows, stating that 
the chemist is authorised to collect 5/- for the Govern- 
ment towards the cost of the free medicine scheme.

istrict Remits.— Scripts: The Delegate 
of District 2B moved that Federal Office be asked to 
take up the matter raised by his District, ie., “that 
Repatriation scripts should not be returned unpaid when 
repeats are not initialled by the doctor; the doctor who 
writes “Repeat in 7 days” makes his intention quite 
clear, without having to add his initials. Repatriation 
Department should contact the doctor, but the phar- 
macist should not be penalised.” This motion was 
seconded and carried. 

Container P n the Delegate’s motion, it was 
decided that representations be made to the Federal 
Secretary about container prices, as under the present 
arrangement chemists are forced to use plastic tubes, 
which are most unsatisfactory, and the subject of many 
complaints from customers. 

The Delegate of District No. 6 raised the matter of 
the Housewives’ Association contacting chemists for the 
purpose of obtaining agreement from them to give dis- 
counts to members of the Association. It was decided 
that members should be warned against this action.

Surely a bottle of Fe should remain what it is, 
namely, a bottle of pop. andering to the jaded with 
bottles of “pep” pills is bad enough, but the addition 
of caffeine to a soft drink, sold indiscriminately and 
drunk in the same manner, is surely carrying “refresh-

Drugs Over-the-Counter List——Mr. Chater said he 
had passed the list on to the printer. It appeared that 
the list would run to eight pages, but they would be 
deeper in length. After consideration, r. Chater 
moved that the list as prepared be adopted and that 
an order for 700 copies be placed with the printer.

Federal Delegate’s Report.—Mr. Martin reported that 
on January 8 he received from the Federal Secretary 
suggested amendments for the Constitution and Rules 
covering voting by delegates at Federal Council meet- 
ings. r. Martin recalled that at the last Federal Coun- 
cil meeting a motion was passed allowing in future for 
both delegates from the State to be given voting power 
at Federal Council meetings. Mr. Martin then outlined 
the amendments recommended. After discussion, it was 
agreed that the Federal Delegate advise the Federal 
Secretary that the amendments as recommended by the 
solicitors are satisfactory to this State. 

Mr. Martin tabled a report from the Pfeiffer Scholar, 
dealing with Trading Stamps—Business Parasites. 

Mr. Martin said he had now received the minutes of 
the Special Meeting of the Federal Council, held in 
Sydney on December 13, when the main discussion 
centred around working out the new agreement with 
the Government for the Pharmaceutical Benefits Scheme. 
Mr. Martin read the letter sent by the Federal President, 
Mr. Eric Scott, to the Commonwealth Minister for 
Health, Dr. D. A. Cameron, on January 13. 

The Minister later advised that Cabinet would not 
accept the proposal in its present form. 

The latest communication Mr. Martin had received 
was one dated February 2, and it included a copy of a 
communication which Mr. L. J. Thompson had sent to 
the Federal President. This included a revised provision 
regarding the adjustment of dispensing fees paid under 
the National Health Act. Meanwhile, the Federal Pre- 
sident had asked him for his views, and, as the monthly 
State Branch Committee meeting was so close, he 
thought it would be advisable if he submitted the whole 

icture to this evening’s meeting. Mr. Martin said he 

ad been advised that, when an official letter had been 
received from the Minister for Health as to the accept- 
ance or rejection by Cabinet of this proposal, the 
Federal Council would be called together. 

Mr. Martin moved that the Federal Secretary be 
advised that the Queensland State Branch Committee 
endorses the revised provision as submitted by Mr. L. J. 
Thompson. Seconded by Mr. Darrouzet. Carried 
unanimously. 

Several present inquired if members in the field could 
be briefed before March 1 concerning the proposals for 
future dispensing under the National Health Scheme. 
Mr. Nichol said he could assure those present and all 
members that the Guild negotiators had been working 
as hard as possible. In negotiations such as this it took 
a lot of time and thought, and it was something that 
could not be rushed. He assured all members that, as 
soon as the Federal President and Executive had some 
information for members in the field, it would be made 


available. 

Merchandising and Publicity—Mr. Delahunty reported 
that the annual meeting of the Company had been held 
prior to this evening’s Guild meeting. Mr. A. T. Thorsen, 
the packer of the “Gilseal” Household Lines, was getting 
out a new order sheet, showing wholesale and retail 
prices. For February there would be a special buy of 
thirteen to the dozen, applying to Calamine Lotion, Olive 
Oil and Citronella. 

Mr. Delahunty reported from the Guild Merchandising 
Section he had received correspondence during the 
month concerning the Kolynos-Anacin offer, release of 
the new product, Savion D, also some interesting items 
in the Nielsen survey. 
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With regard to the Merchandising and Publicity 
Scheme for Queensland, Mr. Delahunty reported that 
quite a deal of progress had been made during the 
month. Mr. Ross came to Brisbane on January 11, when 
Mr. Nichol, Mr. Ross and he had quite lengthy discus- 
sions with the Executive of the Advertising Agency. 
Mr. Pinerua, of the New South Wales Guild, and Mr. 
Cousens, of George Patterson (New South Wales), came 
to Brisbane the following day and joined in the discus- 
sions. Mr. Delahunty said during the month he had 
sent a circular to all members, pointing out what was 
planned for the future, and he had also written to new 
members, inviting them to participate in the Guild 
Publicity Scheme. There was to be a special letterhead 
for the Guild Merchandising and Publicity. As soon as 
the letterhead was printed, a letter would be sent from 
the Advertising Agency to all members, giving a media 
report. When the campaign started, each member 
would receive, at least a week before, advice as to the 
type of advertisements which would be appearing the 
following week. A copy of the advertisement would 
be made available to each member, and they want this 
placed in the window or displayed in the 

harmacy to tie in with the advertisement. Mr. Dela- 

unty said the pharmaceutical warehouses would also 
be given a copy of the advertisement, so that ~ 3 
would be kept informed as to what was being featured. 
He mentioned that, to open with, there would be an 
advertisement in the “Sunday Mail,” following with 
one in the “Courier-Mail” of the next Wednesday. The 
same advertisements would appear in the country news- 
papers and there would be very good coverage by radio 
also. Mr. Delahunty mentioned that George-Patterson- 
Noble Bartlett would be using the same broadcasting 
stations which at present undertook radio advertising 
for any projects sponsored by the Merchandising Section. 


Mr. Delahunty tabled samples of the types of adver- 
tisements which were proposed for the various news- 
papers and also copies of scripts which would be used 
in radio advertising. 

Mr. Nichol said he felt all members would agree that 
the country chemist was being considered equally with 
those in the city and suburbs. He was of the opinion 
the agency staff really knew what was required. They 
had been most co-operative. 

Mr. Delahunty said he felt that they had to publicise 
pharmacy as an every-day profession. They would be 
combining the professional side of pharmacy with some 
hard selling. 

Mr. Nichol said he would like to congratulate Mr. 
Delahunty for the excellent job he had done. Mr. 
Nichol said he was of the opinion that one or two mem- 
bers had to accept some responsibility, and he and Mr. 
Delahunty had taken that responsibility. They would 
try and make as few mistakes as possible. They both 
felt that in choosing George-Patterson-Noble Bartlett 
they had got a very good agency, and one that was 
most co-operative. 

Mr. Eberhardt inquired whether household sessions 
only be used for advertising over the radio.. He also 
inquired about the “Women’s Weekly.” Mr. Delahunty 
said the cost of advertising in the “Women’s Weekly” 
was so high that he felt for the time being Queensland 
could not entertain the idea. Later, he thought, adver- 
tising in the “Women’s Weekly” on a national basis 
would be considered. 

Mr. Chater said he felt the “Family Chemist” idea 
could be featured on broad lines in the “Women’s 
Weekly.” 

Another point raised by the agency, Mr. Delahunty 
said. when discussing advertising, was that they were 
of the opinion that the “Women’s Weekly” was chiefly 
for specific advertising. 

The reports were received and adopted, and the Pre- 
sident thanked the various members for the comprehen- 
sive reports which had been presented.

’s Department has advised that a 
notification was published in the N.S.W. Government 
Gazette, February 5, withdrawing as on and from Feb- 
ruary 22, 1960, the authority of Dr. John Alfred Porter, 
of 740 Military Road, Mosman, to procure and be in 
possession of drugs to which the Police Offences (Amend- 
ment) Act applies for the purpose of his profession and 
to issue prescriptions for such drugs. 

The authority has been withdrawn by the Minister 
in terms of Regulation 25 under the Act. 


THE NEW COURSE 


The date by which enrolments for the new degree 
course in pharmacy had to be lodged at the University’s 
office was February 26. 

Details of the course are set out in the January, 1960, 
bi-monthly Digest of the Pharmaceutical Society of New 
South Wales. They are as follows:— 

First Year.—This is the ordinary first year Science 
Course. A candidate must complete the followin 
courses:—Chemistry I, Physics I, Zoology I, and one o 
the following subjects:—Mathematics I (Pure and Ap- 
plied), Botany I, Geology I, Geography I, Greek I, 
Latin I, English I, French I, German I, Chinese I, 
Hebrew I, History I, Philosophy I, Physiology I, Eco- 
nomics I, Music I. 

Second Year.—Pharmaceutics I, Pharmaceutical 
Chemistry I, Pharmacognosy, Microbiology, Physiology, 
Biochemistry. 

Third Year.—Pharmaceutics II, Pharmaceutical Chem- 
istry II, Pharmacology. 

This completes the ordinary academic course, for 
which the student receives a Bachelor of Pharmacy 
degree, but before being registered by the Pharmacy 
Board to practise as a pharmacist a further 12 months 
must be served in a retail pharmacy. 

A fourth year honours course may be taken 4 suit- 
able Bachelor of Pharmacy graduates in one of the fol- 
lowing subjects:—Pharmaceutics, Pharmaceutical Chem- 
istry, Pharmacology, Pharmacognosy, Physiology, Bio- 
chemistry. 


FREE DRUGS CHARGE 


Recently a doctor and a chemist appeared in New- 
castle Summons Court on charges relating to free drugs. 

The doctor is Bernard Ingram, of Lookout Road, New 
Lambton, and the chemist is Douglas Pitcairn, of High 
Street, Swansea. 

The Department of Health summoned the two men 
to court on five charges; each of having obtained, by 
false pretences, drugs to a total value of £144/12/5 be- 
tween September, 1958, and February, 1959. 

Both pleaded guilty. 

Mr. J. Braund, of the Crown Solicitor’s Office, said 
a check by Health Department officials of Pitcairn’s drug 
stocks had showed a deficit of 4000 tablets. Mr. Braund 
said Pitcairn made a statement, saying that in November, 
1957, Ingram asked him to supply an expensive drug 
to a patient. Pitcairn had said he would, and from 
then on the demand became regular and about a dozen 
patients were getting the non-free drugs on production 
of free drug prescriptions. Mr. Braund said Dr. Ingram 
made out prescriptions for drugs on the free list. His 
patients then took the prescriptions to Pitcairn, who 
gave them doses of expensive drugs not on the free 
list. Pitcairn then claimed from the Health Department 
for the prescribed free list drug. 

Mr. Braund said Health Department officials found

£144/12/5 in compensation, he said. 

Dr. Ingram said in evidence that most of those he had 
written prescriptions for were pensioners. He said he 
had not received one penny benefit from the prescriptions. 

Mr. G. Smith (for Dr. Ingram) called the retired police- 
man, Clive Toby, as a character witness for Dr. Ingram. 


Toby said Dr. Ingram was the most humane man 
he had ever known. He knew many people in poor 
circumstances from whom Dr. Ingram would not take 
money for treatment, but instead told them that when 
their circumstances improved they might be able to 
pay. Dr. Ingram was a man who was “almost fanati- 
interested in the welfare of his patients, Toby 
said. 

Replying to Mr. I. M. Thorpe (for Pitcairn), Toby said 
he knew Pitcairn, and everything that could be said of 
him would be to his credit. 

In a plea for leniency, Mr. Thorpe said Pitcairn was 
not the instigator of the idea, and his attitude was just 
as humane as that of Ingram. 

Mr. Hardwicke, S.M., fined the defendants a total of 
£75 each and ordered them each to pay £1 court costs 
and £3/3/- professional costs. 

He ordered Pitcairn to pay reparation amounting to

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(ii) *Geography, Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry, Geology, Physics-and-Chemistry, 
Botany, Zoolog , Biology and Agriculture. 

D. Economics, Music, Phosey and Practice Music. 

It should be noted that a number of subjects taken for 
the LEAVING CERTIFICATE are not approved subjects 
for matriculation purposes. 


Matriculation Requirements. 

A. In order to qualify for matriculation, candidates must 
pass in at least five subjects, of which one must be 
English, one must be chosen from each of the Groups 
B and C and of these two subjects at least one must 
be chosen from Section (i) of either Group B or 
Group C. The remaining subjects may be chosen 
— one or more of the Groups B, C and D, provided 
that— 

I. (a) neither Physics nor Chemistry be taken along 
with the combined subject Physics-and- 
Chemistry; 

(b) neither Botany nor Zoology be taken with 
Biology; 

(c) neither Mathematics I nor Mathematics II 
be taken with General Mathematics; 
for admission to matriculation in 1946 and 
thereafter a candidate who offers Mathe- 
matics and elects to take General Mathe- 
matics may not sit for Mathematics I or 
Mathematics II; a candidate who offers 
Mathematics and does not elect to take 
General Mathematics must take both Mathe- 
matics I and Mathematics II; a pass in either 
Mathematics I or Mathematics II shall 
count as a pass in one subject; a pass in both 
Mathematics I and Mathematics II shall 
count as a pass in two subjects; 
Theory and Practice of Music is accepted for 
matriculation only in cases where the pass 
was obtained at an examination held in 1943 
or subsequent years, provided further that a 
pass in the subject of Music II at the Leaving 
Certificate Examination held in 1943 and 
1944 is accepted as equivalent to a pass in 
the subject of Theory and Practice of Music; 
Music is accepted for matriculation only in 
cases where the pass was obtained at an 
examination held after July 1, 1958, and pro- 
vided further that it be not taken with 
Theory and Practice of Music. 
Ancient History is accepted for matriculation 
only in cases where the pass was obtained 
at an examination held in 1945 or subsequent 
years, but, if taken with Modern History, is 
not accepted where the pass was obtained 
rg the Leaving Certificate Examination, 


(h) Agriculture is accepted for matriculation 
only in cases where the pass was obtained 
at an examination held in 1945 or subsequent 
years; 

(i) Economics is accepted for matriculation only 
in cases where the pass was obtained at an 
examination held in 1947 or subsequent 
years. 

. This by-law shall not affect the right which any 
person would have had because of a qualification 
obtained before March 1, 1959, to matriculate or 
to matriculate into any particular faculty. 

III. The whole qualification for matriculation must 
be obtained at one examination. 

B. A candidate for matriculation who has presented 

himself for the Leaving Certificate Examination held 

in 1947 or in a subsequent year in five or six subjects

THE UNIVERSITY OF SYDNEY 
Degree of Bachelor of Pharmacy

Third Year: 

Candidates are not permitted to commence any Third 
Year work until the Second Year requirements have 
been completed.

Pharmacology. 


Honours Degree of Bachelor of Pharmacy 
Candidates who have completed the final (Third Year) 
examination for the pass degree of Bachelor of Phar- 
macy and who are judged by the Head of the Depart- 
ment concerned to have the requisite knowledge and 
aptitude for an honours course may qualify for the 
honours degree in one year by attending the course 
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of instruction upon and passing the examination in one 
of the following subjects:— 

Pharmaceutics 

Pharmaceutical Chemistry 

Pharmacology 

Pharmacognosy 

Physiology 

Biochemistry. 

Except with the special permission of the Faculty, no 
candidate for the degree of Bachelor of Pharmacy shall 
be eligible for the award of honours— 

(a) if he shall have presented himself for re-examina- 
tion at the First Year examination on more than 
one occasion, or if he shall have presented himself 
for re-examination at the Second or Third Year 
examinations, or 
if he is of more than twelve terms standing from 
matriculation when he presents himself for the 
honours examination, provided that a candidate 
who has presented himself for re-examination at 
the First Year examination may be of not more 
than fifteen terms standing when he presents 
himself for the honours examination. 


Qualifications for Registration as Pharmacists 

Students who intend to qualify to be registered as 
pharmacists under the Pharmacy Act 1897-1956 are re- 
quired first to qualify for either a pass or honours 
degree of Bachelor of Pharmacy. They are then re- 
quired to serve as an assistant for a period of not less 
than twelve months in the business of a registered phar- 
macist in New South Wales or the Australian Capital 
Territory. Having done so, they are then eligible to
